The prospects are steadily improving and a 
hopeful teeling rmeates the different mar- 
kets, During the past week business in all 
lines has been very good and the general ten- 
dency cf prices has been toward a higher basis. 
Paints continue to be the exception, trade in 
this department being comparatively Jight. In 
oils sperm and whale are firmer owing to the 
small catch this season; linseed oil is firm 
though the seed is easier, lard o11 is higher, cot- 
ton oils are strong and menhaden is advancing 
on account of the limited catch thus far. 
Drugs generally are in active jobbing demand 
and prices have an upward tendency. Chemi- 
cals and dyes are in moderate request at gener- 
gly steady prices. Petroleum is dull and

The money market still continues to harden 
owing to the steady reduction of the reserve 
held by the banks, consequent on the large de- 
mand from the East and West.

SUMMARY. 


The experiments of shipping Refined 
Petroleum in bulkin tank steamers 
has raised a protest from the ’long- 
shoremen, whose interests are threat- 
ened by this innovation; they are ask- 
ing the refiners not to sell their oil to 
the owners of such vessels, and talk of 
petitioning Congress to stop this plan 
of making shipments, on the ground 
that it is dangerous to commercial in- 
terests. There is much to be said for 
and against tank vessels, and we have 
taken some of the most prominent 
points as the text of an editorial arti- 
cle this week. The Manufacturers of 
Proprietary Medicines have taken 
steps to prevent an indirect evasion of 
the rebate plan, which threatens the in- 
tegrity of the system. They held an 
interesting meeting last week, and 
passed resolutions which will prevent 
the repetition of this injustice to job- 
bers who obey the rules; they also 
condemned theattempts of pharma- 


cists to secnre laws to _ pro- 
hibit the sale of patent med- 
cines by general stores. The 


reasons which induced them to take 
such steps as these are published in an- 
other coluunn. The statistical position 
of Shellac is most interesting at the 
present time, and our editorial on this 
subject may prove valuable in connec- 
tion with the facts which our market 
reports present. The Alcohol distillers 
are now working in harmony, having 


completed their organization last week, 
and as one of the first fruits of con- 
solidation, they are realizing an ad- 
vance of one cent. per gallon on spirits 
and two cents on alcohol. Two new 
features of the Mineral Wax trade are 
presented as coming to the surface the 
other day. Receipts of Cottonseed 
products at this port since January 
show an increasing business in oil, 
soap stock and meal. The tables given 
elsewhere on the exports of Lubrica- 
ting and Il]minating Oils will encourage 
manufacturers and help to refute the 
statements from abroad that Russian 
products are driving American brands 
out of the foreign markets, We give 
space to part of a new Kentucky law 
on inspecting and guaging of Petro- 
leum products and other burning 
fluids, with remarks thereon. The oil 
produced in the Lima oil field is too 
rank and repugnant to become popu- 
lar as an illuminant, and, as a result, 
the lack of demand has compelled pro- 
ducers to lower their prices, with the 
probability that holders will be forced 
to release supplies at still less figures. 
We find occasion to comment on the 
discharge from custody of John Fink, 
of Baltimore, whose lubrieating com- 
pound has received free advertising in 
these columns for two years or more; 
a Detroit Judge says “ exaggeration” 
is not a crime in Fink’s case, and could 
not see whereby he could be held for 
obtaining money under false pretences, 
all of which places Detroit in a false 
light as a city of refuge for humbugs. 

Petroleum has a gloomy outlook, ac- 
cording to the predictions of an oil 
region paper. Tariff reform is being 
discussed among oil producers, who 
allege that seventy-five million dollars 
have been taken outof the pockets of 
the people in the oil regions during the 
past twenty-five years by the tariff 
system, and they make an effort to 
prove it by argument. The experi- 
ment of shipping crude oil on tramp 
steamers is now one of the uppermost 
topics of daily discussion. Some ru- 
mors are given currency regarding the 
relations between the Standard Com- 
pany and the Nobel Brothers of Rus- 
sia; also about the free purchase of oil 
and gas lands by the former. An in- 
teresting story is related of how petro- 
leum was discovered in.Pennsylvania 
by an inquisitive farmer who bovght 
a piece of land for a trifle and realized 
handsomely from his purchase. Con- 
sumption of oil is rapidly on the in- 
crease, and this is attributed to its 
cheapness. As to the alleged petro- 
leum field of Chicago, it is asserted that 
it cannot be found in paying quanti- 
ties, but the future and active opera- 
tions can only determine that point. 
The table of exports of mineral oils for 
1886 is well worth a perusal, as well as 
a lady’s opinion on the oil regions. 


Among the miscellaneous articles, 
some account is given of the shipment 
of fish oil to Liverpool from Portland. 
Minnesota has tried poppy culture. 
New tanning materials are referred to. 
The cultivation of cassia bark in China 
by the Government has been checked 
for reasons given. An analysis of 
cranberry extract is given, and sponge 
raising on Long Island Sound is 
thought likely to become an industry 
of the future. The German and Eng- 
lish dynamite mannfacturers and those 
of the Latin group have combined. 
Belgium glass rioters have received 
heavy sentences. Several new glass 
factories will compete for the trade 
next season. The salt manufacturers 
of Pennsylvania have advanced the 
price of salt. Some complaints come 
from St. Louis on the quality of lard 
oil offered to the public. Four locomo- 
tives are being built in Philadelphia 
for the purpose of using soda to give 
heat instead of other fuel. Proprie- 
tary medicines are pushed with great 
vigorin Europe, and the method pur- 
sued by the owners and dealers is de- 
scribed. Mention is made of the late

din’s chlorine process; decision on a 
patent; awarding of contracts for sup- 
plies .of colors, drugs, paints, etc.; an 
unsatisfactory lard deal; how imita- 
tion butter is made; an opinion on 
quinine from a former New York man- 
ufacturer; magnesium as an illumi- 
nant.

OBJECTIONS TO THE SHIPMENT 
OF PETROLEUM IN BULK. 
The introduction of a steamer with 
patented appliances for carrying re- 
fined petroleum in bulk, has stirred up 
some vigorous opposition which may 


have a most important bearing 
upon the future of this meth- 
od of shipping oil. A_ great 


deal has been said in favor of trans- 
porting petroleum to the other side in 
tank vessels, and now the opposition 
is having a chance to show where the 
objections come in. It has been 
claimed that the shipment of oil in 
bulk will remove a serious handicap 
from the American producers and re- 
finers in meeting the strong competi- 
tion of the Russians, enabling them to 
lay their product down on the other 
side at a great reduction in cost and 
permitting them to transport it in 
tank cars directly and cheaply to the in- 
terior markets. It is now endeavored 
to be shown that these advantages are 
counteracted by a train of evils of 
which little account has been taken 
heretofore. 

During the past week the ‘longshore- 
men, whose interests are threatened 
by the proposed change in the method 
of sending oil across the ocean, have 
held a number of meetings and ap- 
pointed committees with instructions 
to point out to refiners and shippers 
the dangers which lurk in the tank 
system and which menace not only 
their humble interests but the greater 
interests of the manufacturer and ex- 
porter, in a very great degree. We 
publish elsewhere, an account of the 
action taken by the ‘longshoremen, 
with comments of those refiners to 
whose attention the matter has 
been called. So far no _ defi- 
nite expressions have been obtained 
from those whom the working- 
men’s committees have been appointed 
tocallupon. It has been intimated 
that the ‘longshoremen have been 
stirred up by more deeply interested 
parties and frightened into making a 
demand upon the principal refiners to 
protect them by refusing to sell to 
tank shippers. Such a demand it is 
manifestly impracticable to comply 
with. Therefiners cannot very well 
slight any of their customers, and they 
cannot, certainly, take it upon them- 
selves to dictate in what manner the 
oil shall be shipped. Still, leaving out 
the ‘longshoremen, the question at 
issue is a most important one and in- 
volves interests which undoubtedly 
will cause a strong fight to be made 
against the threatening innovation. If 
the shipment of refined oi! in tanks 
should become general a number of 
important industries would probably 
suffer immensely. The import trade 
in empty barrels, which gives employ- 
ment to considerable capital and a 
large foree of men, would be wiped 
out and this would involve the great 
manufacturing and repairing cooperage 
establishments. Many of the vessels 
now carrying petroleum are unfit for 
carrying any other cargo on the return 
trip except empty barrels, and these 
would be thrown out of employment. 
The tank vessels would also be obliged 
to return empty, as their peculiar con- 
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struction and the nature of their cargo 
on the out trip would prohibit the 
bringing back of any other commodi- 
ty. There are other objections whieh 
wi'l present themselves to the reader, 
bat which it is not necessary tospecia!- 
ly refer to here. From the nature of 
these various objections it is probable 
that strenuous efforts will be made to 
prevent the general introduction of 
the tank vessel method, and it is even 
said that Congress will be asked to in- 
terfere for the protection of the large 
interests involved. But the friends of 
the tank system, being satisfied with 
the experiments so far made, will not 
be deterred, and unless some very for- 
midable obstacles are presented, such. 
for instance, as the complete failure of 
the improved appliances now being 
tried, they will endeavor to overcome 
whatever objections exist. The ex- 
perimental steamer Gluckauf, which 
was the cause of the agitation, is now 
on her way to Europe and the result of 
her trip will be awaited with much in- 
terest. If she performs her journey 
successfully, and demonstrates that 
the method is entirely feasible, other 
steamers will be built to go into this

4A STRONG COMBINATION OF ALCO- 
HOL Dis ILLERs. 


All the alcohol distillers who pre 
viously pooled their issues and worked 
together, but not harmoniously, under 
the name of the Western § Export 
Association, have again entered iutoa 
compact under a new system as an iu- 
corporated body with a capital of 
$250,000. For two months four dis 
tillers prevented a watual understand- 
ing by refusing to enter the new 
combination; several meetings were 
held and by degrees all but one con 
cern signed the agreement. The last 
session was beld ou Friday iu Chicago, 
when decided strength was added to 
the scheme by the pr- sence of a prom- 
inent New York distiller who had 
previously declined to recognize the 
movement or attend the meetings; his 
cooperation left but ove link in the 
chain to be completed, and it being 
necessary to make one more effort to 
perfect the pool, a committee was 
appointed to confer with the solitary 
distiller who preferred to go it alone. 
He was given until Monday to recon- 
sider his action, but the -omwittee did 
its work so well that all difficulties 
were removed on Saturday morning, 
and the nawe of the tardy distiller 


The position of shellac at the present 
time is somewbat peculiar, and it 
would puzzle tbe uninitiated, after 
reading recent comments on the situa. 
tion, to account for it. The peculiarity 
of the case lies in the fact that, while 
holders are ready to sell lots of one to 
five cases at the current market rates, 
when the buyer wants a larger quan- 
tity he finds great difficulty in pro- 
euring it, unless he is willing to pay a 
higher price than the general quota- 
tion. Thie, in the face of the fact that 
stocks here, and especially in London, 
are large, gives a contradictory and un- 
natural aspect to the market. The 
stock in London at the begioning of 
the month amounted tu 64,751 cases, an 
inerease of 10,237 over the stock 
oo hand at the corresponding date last 
year; while the stock here is estimated 
at about 18,000 eases. Not withstand- 
ing th: se large holdings, the offerings 
of second orange, garnet and the low- 
priced grades, hke T. N. quality, at 
the current quotations, are limited, 
Loth in this market aud London, and 
these grades appeur to be really scarce. 
A look at the statistics of imports ac- 
counts for the shortage. The ship- 
ments to Calcutta, to all poiuts, to 
July 9th were 46,329 .cases, a decrease 
of 14,700 cases compared with the same 
period in 1885. Tothe United States 
the shipments to July 9:h were 8,758 
cases, agaiust 11,996 cases last year for 
the same date. This, in view of the 
very large stocks already on hand, is a 
very important shripkage, and, as it 
comes in the second oravge and low- 
priced grades, its effect can readily be 
perceived. In parsing, it way be said 
that ove half of the London stock 
would not be considered merchantable 
by dealers here. 

All this is taken as indicating a ma- 
terial improvement in the prospects of 
the market, and as we shall not re- 
eeive any further sup,lies. of seconds 
garnet and grades corresponding to T. 
N. quality until October, and shall 
very likely be compelled to draw on 
London, the feeling prevails that the 
prospects of a permanent improvement 
are very bright. In fact, this improve 

ment is gradually making itself appa- 
rent, as is evidenced by the fact that 
the grades above referred to have ad- 
vanced one to two cents per pound 
during the past ten days. At the pree- 
ent time offerings of goods to arrive or

LIMA’S CHEAP A.D INFERIOR OIL 


The heavy and ravk smelling petro- 
leum produced in the Lima, O., field is 
worth ouly thirty seven aud one-half 
cents a barrel at the wells. A few 
days ago the price was forty cents. 
The Buckeye Pipe Company 
regulates the price of the Lima product 
much to the disgust of the producer, 
who thinks that be ought to have 
something to say about it. It is likely 
that the Lima market wiil go still lower, 
if the report that the oil is practically 
no good as an illuminant istrue. Mr. 
Edwards is a refluer at Lima. Recently 
he turned out a batch of oil which was 
declared free from the offensive swell 
characteristic of the Ohio oil. Now 
comes word from a party interested 
that the oil refined by Mr. Edwards, 
after two days’ exposure to the air 
turned yellow and burned like distil- 
late. It is also related that the nasty 
odor came back and the correspondent 
declares that the vil is no good as an 
illuminant. The oil trade has little to 
fear in competition from this new Ohio 
field. 





THE FOREIGN DEMAND FOR LUB- 
RICAILNG OLLS. 


The month of July has shown good 
results in mineral lubricating oils and 
the statistics published by the Govern- 
ment demonstrate that instead of 
Awerican refiners losing their trade, 
they are gaiuing on foreign competi- 
tors, unless a good portion of the oil 
sevt abroad is cn consignment and 
held there to await an outlet. There 
is good reason for believing that the 
bulk of the shipments is on orders for 
immediate consumption, as inquiry 
fails to confirm an vpivion entertained 
bere that the Euglish storage 
houses contained considerable Awer- 
ican lubricating oil. Now for the 
statistics. The total July exports 
reached 1,282,164 gallons, mostly par- 
affiue, at a value of $223,651, as com- 
pa:ed with 939,881 galluus, valued at 
$198,803, for the same mouth last year, 
for the seven wouths eudivg July 31 
the shipments were 7,483,777 wallous, 
worth $1,416,948, against 7,707,871 gal- 
lons, valued at $1,542,885, for a similar 
period of last year. New York has 
wade a good increase in business for 
July, asshown by the annexed figures:

FINK AND HIs VICTIMS. 

The notorious John F.nk of Balti- 
more, who was indicted at Detroit last 
winter for fraud in selling a worthless 
recipe for making a patent lubricating 
compound, was placed on trial last 
week and discharged. A wotion to 
quash the indictmeat was granted by 
Judge Ship-uan, who held that an 
assertion relative to the merits of an 
article on sale,even when extravagant, 
does not constitute a fraud. Several 
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of his Detroit victims expended con- 
siderable time, labor and money in 
apprehending the accused and were 
certain that they had a good case 
against him, but all their efforts to 
secure justice Lave been without avail. 
He is allowed to go abroad and pursue 
his nefarious business, with the decision 
of the court asa recommendation. If 
the charge against him was for obtain- 
ing money under false pretences, it is 
difficult to interpret the opinion of 
the court, as many letters published in 
the REPORTER about two years ago 
related how the purchasers of his 
recipe were deceived. If such conduct 
is not receiving money under false pre- 
tences, then the deluded victims would 
like to have the learned judge inform 
them what constitutes false pretences. 
If the laws of one State cannot reach 
Fink, those of other States may cover 
his case. Another method of inter- 
cepting him would be for all dealers in 
lubricating oils to inform their cus- 
tomers by circular of Fink’s move 
ments and the true nature of his 
compound. His business is confined 
to consumers who are made to believe 
that great economy can be practiced 
by using the lubricant made accord- 
ing to his recipe.

THE PROPRIETARY MEDICINE 
MANUFACTURERS’ MEETING. 


A very important measure was 
adopted by the proprietors of patent 
medicines at their recent Long Branch 
convention, which should set at rest a 
controversy that has threatened the 
integrity of the rebate plan. A job- 
bing firm in oneof the large Western 
cities have made it a practice for some 
time past to order rebate goods deliv- 
ered to a city still further West where 
they had no established branch house. 
The goods were received by a retailer, 
and were kept by him until drawn 
upon by the travelling salesmen of the 
firm owning them. This gave thema 
great advantage over their competitors, 
not only in their own city, buat of 
other jobbing points in the section, as 
they were saved the expense of freight 
or storage. Frequent complaint against 
the according of this privilege to them 
by the proprietors, was made by other 
jobbers and at the Philadelphia con- 
vention of the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association last fall a warin 
discussion of the matter resulted in the 
passage of a resolution condemning 
the practice of the offending house and 
calling upon the proprietors to stop it 
if possible. The adoption by the 
proprietors,at their meeting last week, 
of a resolution defining more distinctly 
the limits of the delivery rule leaves no 
alternative for this firm but to aban- 
don their present practice or establish 
a bona fide branch. To the latter 
course no objection is raised, as it 
means fair competition Gn an equitable 
basis, while the previous method is 
generally looked upon as nothing less 
than a covert breach of the intent of 
the contract plan. 

The enactment of laws, particularly 
in the West, for the prohibiting of the 
sale of proprietary remedies in com- 
mon with other medicines by general 
store keepers, has brought out a pro- 
test from the manufacturers and the 
Committee on Legislation will look 
into the matter for the protection of 
their interests. There is a great deal 
of activity among the Western pharm- 
acists in their endeavor to secure the 
passage of good pharmacy laws for 
the elevation of their profession, and 
they deserve great credit for their laud- 
able endeavors to protect themselves 
as well as the public against incompe- 
tent men. Btill to an unbiased mind, 
their effort to crowd the general store 
keeper out, by compelling him by law 
to forego the sale of simple remedies, 
appears to be a step too far forward, 
and will cause great inconvenience to 
people who are compelled to live in 
those sparsely settled sections: where 


drug stores are few and far between. 
No wonder the proprietary men 
whose revenue is drawn largely from 
the sale of their medicines: by general 
stores object to the passage of these 
restrictive laws, The publication of 
the private formulw# of patent medi- 
cines by medical and pharmaceutical 
journals came in for a share of con- 
demnation, and a circular will he 
issued to the editors of these papers 
requesting them to cease such publica- 


tions and urging the injustice of the 
practice.

OBITUARY. 


ANDREW LYONS. 

Mr, Andrew Lyons, one of the pioneer oil 
refiners of Pennsylvania and leading business 
men of Pittsburg died last week in that city. 
He was born in Lockport, this State, and went 
to Pittsburg in 1839 where he has been ever 
since and advanced with ite prosperity. He 
was among the firat to embark in the business 
of refining petroleum oil, and made such close 
and careful study of the subject that he soon 
beoame one of, if not the most, expert refiner 
in the tradeinthatcity. Under his manage 
ment and supervision, the Citizen’s Oil Works, 
on the Allegheny Valley Railroad, grew from 
a small concern of a single still to one of the 
largest refineries in the western part of the 
State. He leaves a wife and ten children. 








JAMES H. McLEAN. 

A press special from St. Louis, Mo., records 
the death at Danville, N. Y., of Dr. James H. 
McLean, a prominent citizea of 8t. Louis and 
one of the largest patent medicine proprietors 
in the West. Dr. McLean has for many years 
been prominently connected with the interests 
ofthe Mound City, obtaining a considerable 
prominence during the early days of the civil 
war when he munufactured a cordial which he 
introduced into the service. His business in- 
creased and became highly prosperous enabling 
him by judicious investments, principally in 
real estate, to accumulate a fortune estimated 
at a million dollars. He was the owner of a 
large block of highly ornamenta) buildings sur- 
mounted by a tall tower, which made it a con- 
spicuous object for many miles in either direo- 
tion although located in the most thickly built 
up portion of the city. {n addition to this he 
owpeda number of valuable pilots and build- 
ings chief among which was the large fire proof 
structure in which he carried on the manufae- 
ture of patent medicines. Some years ago the 
building formeriy occupied as a factory was 
burned to the ground, destroying besides a 
large quantity of stock and valuable machin- 
ery, the models of a patent long distance fire 
arm upon the perfection of which Dr. McLean 
had spent a large amount of money. Dr. Mo 
Lean was prominent in local politics and was 
elected to the Forty-seventh congress to flilan 
unexpired term. He wasa caudidate for re- 
election but was defeated. He was highly res- 
pected in St. Louis for his many sterling qual- 
ities and particularly for his large charities, 
He was interested in educational matters and 
fitted up the entire top floor of his factory asa 
school room, gymnasium and reading room, 
for the use of bis employes and of all other 
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young men who would avail themselves of the 
privilege. Good tutors were provided and a 
thorough practical education was guaranteed 
to the student. Dr. McLean had been ailing 
for some time and had gone to Danville for the 
benefit of his health but the exact cause of his 
death, which occurred on Thursday is not 


known.

The Peppermint Oil Controversy. 


Norrawa, St. Joseph Co., Mch., Aug. 13, 1886. 
Editor Ou, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

Some erroneous statements having been eir- 
culated as to the harvesting of peppermint, 
the relation of the first and second crops, and 
the probable yield peracre,I would respect- 
fully lay before your readers some facts in re- 
lation thereto. Living, of course. in the center 
of the peppermint producing region, and fre- 
quently meeting either personally or by cor- 
respondence, nearly all the leading distillers of 
the country, the statements which are made 
are upon positive information. The distillation 
ofthe old or second crop has now been com- 
pleted. It was begun this sexson, not “on ac- 
count of the large amount to be distilled.”’ but 
exactly for a contrary reason; that is, because 
the severe drought which bas been experienced 
in the west, had stripped this portion of the 
crop of nearly all its leaves, and in order to 
save what few remained from similar destruc- 
tion, we were obliged to distill the old crop 
earlier thon ever before. Four-fifths of 
all the old crop of oil of peppermint of 
which I have been able to gain infor- 
mation, has yielded on the average less 
than four pounds of oil per acre, much of it 
not having been distilled at all. Of my own 
crop of peppermint which was set last year, 
less than half was not worth cutting. Another 
of our distillers with whom I was conversing 
yesterday, obtained but twenty-six pounds of 
oil of peppermint from thirteen acres, which 
he had just distilied, or just two pounds per 
acre. Although the acreage both of old and 
new mint is larger than last, he will not haye 
more than 35 or 40 per cent of the amount of oil 
in the aggregate which he had last year. I 
have seen one field of twenty acres of new pep- 
permint also which certainly cannot produce 
more than forty or fifty pounds of oil, or from 
two to two and a half pounds per acre. 

In the cultivation of peppermint, the plants 
which are used for setting are those which 
spring from the settings of the preceding year; 
for instance, those which are used in the spring 
of 1886 are those which are multiplied from the 
setting of 1885. The peppermint is set in the 
spring as early as the ground will permit,which 
isusuallyin the monthof April, sometimes 
extending into the month of May. 
The oid crop, which is the result of 
the preceding year’s setting, where al- 
lowed to stand, matures earlier than the new 
crop, since it has a much earlier start, being 
already in the ground and ready to send forth 
shoots with the first growth ot the spring. This 
is usually cut the latter part of August; the 
new crop being delayed by the changing of the 
roots and setting, is usually distilled in Sep- 
tember, maturing generally about three weeks 





later than the old crop. After the roots are 
set, if there is a vigorous growth the first year 
and the new crop in consequence is g00d, the 
second year’s crop very rarely equals itin 
amount of oil produced. If, however, the new 
crop does not grow abundantly, it often hap- 
Pens that the old crop succeeding it givesa 
better result, but in nine cases out of ten, the 
first crop is better than the second. The set- 
ting of the new crop this year is undoubtedly 
larger than that of last year, yet it was until 
recently in a very critical condition, There 
have been rains during the last ten days, which 
willimprove it and on account of which we 
shall not continue distillation as bad been in- 
tended, hoping that it may yet regain a share 
of the leaves which it has lost. 

I wish also to notice the statement which was 
made that “owing to the heavy inroads made 
by the Japanese oil, which is now selling, par- 
ticularly in London, at about two dollars 
per pound, the demand for American oil of 
peppermint in all foreign markets is declining 
rather than increusing.”” I would say that my 
Own experience has been quite the contrary 
during the past year, as well as during the past 
few months, for never since the commence- 
ment of my business have I experienced as 
large » dcmand for the American oil of pepper- 
mint, either in Europe or America, my sales 
for the past year having been much larger 
than in any former one. There is certainly 
quite a quantity of the Japanese oil (menthz 
avensis) sold in Europe and in this country as 
well, but at least 75 per cent of that oil is used 
by adulterators in mixing with the true oil of 
peppermint, a number of samples already hav- 
ing come under my observation for analysis 
which were so adulterated. The Japanese oil 
of peppermint, so called, can be purchased 
and laid down in this country duty paid at 
about $1.40 net per pound. I have seen oil of 
Peppermint which has been quoted as **Michi- 
gan oil” which was badly adulterated 
with the Japanese oil, as well as with 
turpentine, the oil containing absolutely no 
Michigan peppermint whatever. 

Asa matter both of practical and scientific 
interest, I shall if time wili possibly permit, 
make an exhibit at the forthcoming meeting 
of the American Pharmaceutical Association, 
which exhibit will inciude living plants of the 
“American peppermint,’ the Japanese, s80- 
called, the whith mitcha™m and the “black mit- 
cham,” together with some other specimens of 
mint resembling the Japanese plant (mentha 
arvensis) very closely (which were recently 
sent me), growing wild near the coast of Lake 
Superior; also some which were found on 
seme swamp land of my own, having a strong 
pennyroyal odor, as is the case with the men- 
tha arvensis; the blossoms being distributed at 
the axiles of the plant in the same manner. It 
will be remembered that both the American 
and English peppermint blossoms only at the 
extremity of the stems, in long conical blos- 
some of a purplish color, The blossoms of the 
Japanese plant are more cup-shaped, or semi- 
spherical, blossoming down the principal stems 
as far, in some instances, as the twelfth axial, 
precisely as pennyroyal blossoms. The plant to 
which I alluded as most closely resembling the 
Japanese plant, which,I found growing wild, is 
probably “‘mentha canadensis.’ The oil of 


pennyroyal is used inthe same manner for the 
adulteration of oil of peppermint, some speci- 
mens having come under my notice which are 
soldin Europe and which are adulterated to 


the extent of fifty per cent. 

















To show your readers what the Japanese 
peppermjnt plant is, I send you a plate which 
Ihad made thereof, in which the form and 
position of the blossoms as mentioned, will be 
distinctly seen. This plate is fiom a Japanese 
botany, which was photographed by my friend, 
Dr. Charles Rice, Ph. D., chemist to the Depart- 
ment of Public Charities, etc., New York, and 
has already appeared in the American Drug- 
gist, in connection with an article on the botany 
of the plant, by this gentleman. I also enclose 
asa curiosity, the description in Japanese, of 
the plant. with a translation of the same,which 
was made for me by Mr. Kzo Tamari, of the 


Imperial University of Tokio, Japan, the 


translation being as follows: 
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(2LRANSLATION OF JAPANESE TEXT.) 


So moku dzu setzu, vol. xi. (plate 27),megusa. 
Mentha arvensis L. Ivar. Vulgaris benth. 

Meguea. Hakuka. (Var. A.)—Grows wild 
occasionally; shoots out in spring from its per- 
ennial roots; stem square, two feet high; 
stocks and leaves downy; leaves opposite, pet- 
folate, ovate but pointed, separated; the apne 
surface deep green: undersurface of a purplish 
color—in shady pao sometimes not purplish 
—which, when the plant is fully grown, looks 
faded. Inthe fall many short branches come 
out at every node, which soon bear flowers or 
spikes. The flower is bell shaped, coralla 
toothed, white, with greenish-purple tint, con- 
taining four stamens and one projecting pistil. 

Var. B.—Habitsand growth of this are the 
same as those above mentioned for Var, A. It 
Is a little larger, stamens and coralla of light 
reddish hue, holding white pollen dust on the 
reddish stalk; pistil still more projecting. 


Not only 1s there a difference of about .010 to 
.017 in the specific gravity of oil of peppermint 
and the Japanese oil, bnt its odor is also very 
different. Besides I have discovered striking 


differences in its chemical reactions.

Mr. Charles J. Holman, of the Pittsburg Pe- 
troleum Exchange, was in town last week.

The report of the 
Captain of the Venetian, which recently aided 
the disabled Werra, shows that oil then calmed 
“heavy seas that were constantly breaking 
over the bow of the Werra,” and m a gale. 


The Brooks Petroleum Fuel and Power Com- 
pany gave an exhibition last week of their in- 
vention applied to a locomotive attached toa 
train on the Washington & Ohio railroad.

in excess. If the gauge shows a less pressure 
than forty pounds the land owner gets nothing. 
This arrangement is practically the application 
of the gas meter device to ascertain the lease 
hold value of the subterranean supply. The 
Standard Oil Company is an ingenious monster. 
No gas meter was ever yet known to cheat a 
gas company.—Phila. Record. 


The action of the Buckeye Pipe Line Com- 
pany in reducing the price of Lima oil will 
have a most damaging effect upon the field for 
the present at least. The operators were not 
making apy money at 40 cents a barrel, but 
they continued sinking wells with the hope 
that the price would be increased soon. The 
effect is being already felt by the rig and tank 
builders. Producers can not make any money 
at 8744 vents, consequently no rigs or tanks 
will be built. A large number of men will thus 
be thrown out of employment for a time at 
least. Until the price is restored no new wells 
will be commenced, and it is doubtful if all of 
the drilling wells will be completed.—Lima 
Times. 

Rumors are floating about regarding the ex- 
istence of a eyndicate that is taking, on the 
sneak quietly, all the oil it can reach without 
disturbing values. It is said to be located at 
Philadelphia, and that it has already more than 
10,000,000 of certificates stored somewhere in 
the east. It has been getting its work in ever 
since the market left 75 cents and must be long 
as a consequence, away up toward 70 cents 
when the average is made. Such a syndicate 
as the one said to be now in existence would 
be considered a failure from the word go, for 
the reason that it has a third of the stocks, or 
nearly so, about ten cents above the market 
price. It was like many producers who hoid 
their product always for an advance and most 
always sell it on the decline.—Warren Para- 
graph.

New Tanning Materials. 


An analysis is published of some of the tan- 
ning materials exhibited at the Colonial and 
Indian Exhibition.

It re- 
sembles arbutin in its behaviour towards some 
reagents, especially in giving a blue color with

The frequency with which several 
varieties of native sponges are found has ine 
duced some scientific men to plant young 
sponges from Florida waters off Stratford 
Po!nt, where there is a long reef of submerged 
rocks of a nature suitable for sponge growing. 
The transplanted sponges have lived and flour- 
ished rapidly, growing to the size used in com- 
merce.— Medical Reporter.

Fish O11 for Liverpool, 


The Northwest Trading Co. are shipping 150 
tons of fish oil from the works at Killisnoo to 
Liverpool by the Remonstrant. This is the first 
shipment of fish oil ever made direct to Eng- 
land from Oregon. The company at the time 
“cut rates” were in vogue shipped a car load of 
oil to London, another to Liverpool and a third 
to Dundee. All this oil was bought on conti- 
nental account to be purified of its fishy odor 
and then to be shipped to this country as salad 
oil. The oil made at Killisnoo is made from 
perfectly fresh and sweet fish, and has none of 
the disagreeable smell of oil made from fish 
which have become tainted or worse. When 
the fishy odor is removed, which is done by a 
chemical! process, the oil is as pure and sweet 
as any Olive oil, The company have increased 
their facilities for manufacturing about 50 per 
cent for thisseason. The factory will start up 
on the 6th of August.—Portland Oregonian.

Poppy Culture in Minnesota. 


Among some “Contributions from the De- 
partment of Pharmacy in the University of 
Wisconsin,” recently issued in a pamphiet 
form, isan interesting account of an experi- 
ment in poppy culture made by Mr, E.Weschke 
last year in Minnesota. No less than fifty 
different varieties of seeds, French, German 
and American, were sown. Many of these 
failed to germinate and the only plants of 
practical importance were those of Papaver 
somniferum, some of which produced capsules 
the size ofasmalllemon. From these was ob- 
tained a small quantity of opium of arich 
dark-brown color, with a very bitter taste and 
strong odor, which yielded on analysis equa) 
to 15°28 per cent of morphine, 0.416 per cent of 
codeine and 0°625 per cent of narcotine. Judg- 
ing from his experience, however, Mr, Weschke 
isnot of the opinion that the cultivation of 
opium in that country would be attended with 
profit, for besides the high price of labor he 
thinks the plants would require more atten, 
tion than they would be likely to get. 
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No Money in Lima Oil. 


When the oll excitement first broke out in 
Lima it was reported as being the largest oil 
field in the United States. Oii men flocked 
from everywhere, men who made their fortune 
in Pennsylvania, went west never to come back 
came back to look at the new field at Lima and 
pronounced it the largest field inexisvenco; but 
how does it look now?

Tramp Steamers as Oil Carriers. 

The subject principally talked of now in the 
shipping circles is the experiment of carrying 
crude oil by tramp steamers. It it provesa 
success it will ruin the sailing vessels and in 
leas time than six months it will be considered 
something wonderful to hear of a sailing ves- 
sel carrying that dangerous cargo. An old 
Philadelphia sea captain in talking of the mat- 
ter said: “It don’t surprise me any. ‘The time 
has got to come when the seas wil! be patrolled 
by nothing but steamers, although I don’t ap- 
prove of them attempting to carry crude oil. 
This is considered a very dangerous cargo for 
sailing veseels, but when it comes to steamers 
to carry such explosive I want to give thema 
wide berth.” Ten years ago nearly all the 
grain was carried in sailing veasela and to-day 
about one vessel out of two hundred succeeds 
in getting that cargo, and in a shorter space of 
time than that the same will be the case with 
oil. If these steamers succeed in carrying the 
crude oil safely no trouble will be experienced 
at all in carrying the refined ol! to all points of 
the world, The men who will suffer the great- 
est through this new feature will be the tow- 
boat men, With the exception of these and 
the owners of sailing vessels everybody inte-- 
ested in maritime matters seems to approve of 
the new undertaking.

The Franklin Heavy Oil Distric'. 

The situation in the Franklin heavy oil field 
is not of the most rosy character. There 
seems to be no change and but little hope is 
entertained for brighter prospects in the 
future. A most remarkable feature in the 
trade, says the Derrick, is the large production 
for the past six months, which seems to keep 
up to the same figure, while there has been no 
drilling to maintain this production. From 
the report of the pipe line it looks asif the 
production of heavy oll wells never decline, 
and the enormous stocks never grow leas, 
Following is the report of the old line for the 
month of July with a comparison of June’s re- 
port: The rune of the old district were in July 
4,538 barrels, while the runs of the same dis- 
trict for the month of June were 4,507 barrels— 
a decrease of only 69 barrels. The runs of the 
front district No. 1 were Tvl barrels and in 
June 912 barrele—a decrease of 121 barrels. 
front district No. 2 produced 1,267 barrels, 
while in June the runs were 1,090-an increase 
of 168 barrele. 

The shipments of the old district for July 
were 92) barrels, which is about 1.000 less than 
June's shipments. There was nothing done io 
the front district No. 1 by way of shipments in 
July or June, while the shipments of front dis- 
trict No. 2 were in the neighborhood of 2,000 
barrels more in July than in Juae, The stock 
of the old district August lst was 20,388 barrels, 
which is an increase of 8,613 barrels of the stock 


of June, The stock of tront di-trict No. 1 for 
the last month was 13,184 barrels, which is an 
increase of over 1,000 barrels from the stock in 


June. Front district No. 2 for July has a stock 
of 4.250 barrels, which is a decrease of about 
49 barrels from June’s stock. The aggregate 
runsfor July were 6598 barrels; shipments, 
6,680 barrels, and stocks 45,824 barrels,

The Standard’s Storage Rates, 

It is stated that after September Ist storage 
rates will be reduced to 40 cents a duy. As 
compared with the old rate, this isa reduction 
of 12 8 cents a day per 1,000 barrels. A reduc- 
tion to $10 a month was expected, and a reduc- 
tion to $100 a year would bring the rate toa 
reasonable figure, but a reduction of 50 cents a 
month, or from $150 to $144 a year, astonished 
even the old time brokers. The floor trade and 
not the holders of oil will be greatly benefitted 
by the proposed change. 

The rate for any time less than 15 days being 
50 cents at present, the change will make a re- 
duction of 10 cents a day on shortterms. The 
expressed opinion of a majority is that there is 
something back of the move, but whether it is 
independent pipe lines, chronic bears or public 
sentiment that is sought to be reached we are 
unable tosay. The reduction is not likely to 
affect the market in any way, unless, as a bear 
said, “ihe shorts will just have to sell a little 
more to make the same nrofit.”’

Pure Laid Vil, 


The question is often asked of late, by the 
consumer, why it is we sre unable to buy 
strictly pure lard oil as in former days. 

The solution of this probiem ia very easv, 
and is best lilustrated in this way: Pure lara 
custs now 7 cents per pound; it takes 64% pounds 
tothe gallon, making the cost of iurd alone 
45% cente; add to this the cost of barrel and 
labur, which at lowest c.lculation is 3 cents, 
making a galion of lard oil cost the manufac- 
turer 4544 cents; upon this he must bavea 
profit of at least 1 cent per gailon, so that he 
would get 4914 cents from the jobber. Yet to 
the face of thie, some of our largest dealers are 
actuaily selling extra winter strained lard oil 
(30 called) at 48 cents per galion. And how do 
tiey doit? There can be only one way, unless 
they are selling goods at a loss, and tnat is by 
adulteration, pure and simple. 

That this is being done we know, and have 
seen oil lately where the adulteration amounted 
to 16 per cent of mineral oil, and yet the oil was 
sold for the best oi), of one of the best maxes, 
and by a jobber who stands high with the 
trade. Does this not explain why consumers 
can not buy pure oil. and how deaiers can and 
do sell oil at less than cost of manufacture,— 


8t. Louis Drug Market Re ort r. 
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Engines to. Run With Soda. 


There are being constructed in Philadelphia 
four locomotives which are to be run by soda, 
to take the piace of fire. S.da has much the 
same power as coal witbout any of the offen- 
sive guses. The engines are nearly finished, 
and are to be shipped to M:nneapolis, Minu., 
aod run in the streets of that city where steam 
engines are torbidden. The engines look like 
ordinary passenger cars. Inside the boiler is 
placed five tous of soda, which upon being 
dampened by steam produces an intense heat 
When the soda is thoroughly saturated, the 
action ceases, and then it is necessary to re- 
store it by driving the moisture from it when 
it is again reacy for use. These engines are 
the firat of their kind buiit in this country. 

hey have avout the same power as those oi 
the New York elevated roads, and wiil readily 
draw four iight cars. Soda engines are used iu 
Berlin and other European cities successtuilly, 
and traverse the St. Gotbard tunnel under the 
Alps, where steam engines cannot be used be- 
cause the length of the tunnel reoders it im- 
Possible to devise « system of ventilation which 
will carry off the foul gases generated by »v 
locomotive,

The Troubles of M. Kalbfleisch’s 


Sons, 

Mr. Brookfield, the receiver for Martin Kalb- 
fleisch’s Sons, the chemical manufacturers in- 
formed the KBPORTER yesterday, thut bis offi- 
cial statement b.d uot yet been prepared, as 
the placing of the Brooklyn factory in his 
hands by the court, as stated last week, had 
occupied most of histime. He said that only 
250,000 were due the creditors outside of the 
banks and that possib!y an arrangement would 
be made among the heaviest creditors to run 
the Lusiness without a receiver; he understood 
that a committee would be appointed this week 
by the interested banks with tbis end in view. 

The difficulties existing between the mem- 
bers of the firm are becoming somewhat com- 
plicated by reason of suits brought to recover 
tums due by the frm, An order was issued by 
Justice Culien restraining the prosecution of 
suite against the firm or ite individual mem~ 
bers, Kelly & MoRae of this city, representing 
the Broadway Natioval Bank, subsequently 
began proceediogs against a member of the 
firm to secure payment of a $1,000 note held by 
the bank. Bergen & Dykman, attorneys for 
Kalbfivisch’s Sone, regarded this action as a 
contempt of court. and asked that the bank be 
prosecuted therefor. Mr. Kelly, of Keliy & 
McKae, said that nothing would eome of the 
proceeding. ‘The order rcetraining the prose- 
cution of suits against the firm was, of course, 
proper, but there was no doubt tbat the bank 
posseseed the right to sue an individua. mem- 


property, the receiver’s functions extending 
only to the affairs ofthe firm.’’ The firm, he 
said, seemed to want their creditors to wait un- 
til they had finished fighting among them- 
selves, although they were solvent and abund- 
antly able to pay. This was a rather unreason- 
able expectation from a business point of view,

He proved to be a very quiet and unobtrusive 
geutleman who had been unknowa outside of 
a very email circie, But by the time Mr. Peters 
had finished closing out Mr. Parker's open ac- 
counts under the rules the quiet Mr. Parker 
was the best known man on ’Change. 

The chairman was kept busy an hour buying 
and selling small lots of stock for accvunt of 
Mr. Parker, which, although aggregating 4.000 
shares and 2,000 barreis of oil, included almust 
every stock on the list. 

Mr. Parker’s curious methods of speculation 
caused a good deal of amusemen’. With the 
idea, seemingly of getting **a dead sure thing.” 
the broker had bought for the long and sold 
for the short acoount of every stuck—thus 
operating both for the advance and the decline 
of each. The differences in his contracts 
amount to only abuut $3,' 00. ~ 





A Wonderful Gas Well. 


The McCrea gas well, in Butler county, fur- 
nishes fuel to.the National Trarsit Pipe Line 
pump stations at Toorn Creek, Carbon Center, 
Millerstowp, Karns City and Parker, and also 
to oil wellsinthe Thorn Creek district. Be- 
sides this eight hundred stoves are supplied in 
Milierstown, Karns City, Petrolia aad Parker 
Cty. The net profits are said to amount to 
$2,000 a month, of which $1,600 are derived from 
the domestic use of the gas. Notwithstanding 
this liberal patronage not one-half of the 
well’s production is consumed. 
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A Recent Kentacky Law on Inspecting 
and Gauging Vils, Turpentine, &. 


We are indebted to Messrs. H. C. Anderson & 
Co., of Louisville, Ky., fora copy of an act to 
provide against dangers from carbon and pe- 
troleum oils and to provide for the gauging 
of oils, naphtha and turpentine, the principal 
features of which are given below. 

Sec. 1.—That all olls and fluids, the product 
of coal, petroleum, or other bituminous sub- 
stances, by whatever name calied, which may 
or can be used for illuminating purposes, man- 
ufactured in this State, or brought into it, be- 
fore the same is consumed, u-ed or sold to 
merchants or consumers w.thin this State, shall 
be inspected by an authorized inspector of this 
State. 

Sec. 4.—All oils and fluids specified in section 
one of this act that ignite or permantly burn 
ata temperature of 13) degrees Fabrenheit and 
upwards, shall be approved by the inspecto:; 
and the barrels, casks or packages containing 
the saine shall be branded and marked by bim, 
with bis name, official character, and the words 
“approved fire test’’ and all oils and fluids 
aforesaid that ignite or permanently buro at a 
iess temperature than 130 degrees Fahrenheit 
shall be condemned by the inspector, and the 
barrels, casks, or packages containing the 
same shall be branded or marked by him with 
bis name, official character, and the words “‘un- 
safe tor illuminating purposes.”’ 

Sec. 5—If any person or persons in this State 
shali use or seli to merchants or consumers, with- 
in this State aay of the oils or fluide specified in 
section one of this act, without first having 
the same inspected by an authorized inspector 
of this State, and the barrels, casks, or pack- 
ages containing the same, branded or marked 
by bim as provided in section four of this act, 
said person or persons so offending shall be 
puaished bya fine of twenty dollars for each 
barrel, cask or package of oils or fluids afore- 
said so used or soid to merchants or consumers 
within this State, without same being inspected 
and branded. 

Fitty per cent of the penalty recovered shall 
go to theinspector in lieu of his fees and the 
balance to the State, 

Sec, 6,—If any person or persons in this State 
shall sell, or offer to sell to be consumed or 
used in this State for illuminating purposes, 
any of the oils, or Quids specified in section one 
of this act, that will ignite or permanently 
burn at a temperature less than 130 degrees 
Fabrenheit, or shail seli or offer for sale, to be 
consumed in this State for iliumipating pur- 
poses, any of tre oils and fluids aforesaid,which 
bave been condemned by an authorised inspec- 
tor of tris State, and the barrels, casks or pack- 
ages containiug the same been branded or 
marked by him *‘Uusafe for illuminating pur- 
poses,”’ the person or persons so offending shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor. and on conviction 
be punished by a fine not exceeding one hun- 
dred dollars, and the ojis and fluids be forfeited

Seo. 7.—Any dealer in or manufacturer of oils

Sec. 10 —All oils or fluids aforesaid sent from 
other States into this State for consumption 
within the limite of this State, in the counties 
of this State where there are no inspectors act- 
ing under this law. or sent from counties ino 
this State in barrels or packages not bearing 
the inspector’s brand as required by this law of 
the county from which they were sent, may be 
inspected in transit in the hauds of a carrier, 
forwarding agent, or warehouseman, or wher- 
ever found in any store or at any railway sta- 
tion, and the inspector may charge thirty (30) 
cents per barrel for each barrei thus inspected, 
and it «hall be the duty of the party having the 
oils or fluids in hand at the time of the inspec- 
tion to pay the inspector his fees and he shall 
have a lien on said oils or fluids untilth y are 
paid. If any carrier, furwarding-agent or 
warehouseman shall refuse to pay the fees of 
an insprctor as provided in this act, on convic- 
tion befcre a competent tribune] shall be fined 
twenty (.0) dollars for each refusal, the fine to 
go to the school fund of the State. 

Sec 12.—The provisions of this law shall not 
apply to oils or fluids brought into this com- 
monwealth in travsit, for shipment to and con 
sumption in other States. 

Sec. 13.—The inspector of oils and fluids 
sha!l, ex-«-fficio, be gauager of petroleum oils. 
lubricating oile, naphtha and turpentine, and 
49 the perf»rmance of his auties shall use the 
standard instruments in use for that purpose. 
and he shall brand or mark a!! barrels or cask~ 
gauaged by him with his name, official charac- 
ter and the eapacity of the package, and thein 
spector shall be notified of the arrival of such 
oils in his county within 24 hours after its ar- 
rival,

Opposition to Tank-Carrying Oil 
Vessels, 


It has been demonstrated that oil can be suc- 
cessfully and safely carried in bulk, in tanks 
speciuliy constructed tor the purpose, on both 
steam and gail vessels. On the «ther side of 
the Atlantic bulk petroleum steamers are sup- 
planting the slow-going sailing ship. No im- 
provement was ever Inaugurated that did not 
meet with opposition from tne working classes 
most interested in the movement. Kecentlya 
firm of German merchants built a steamship 
especialiy designed to carry refined oil ia buik 
from New York to German ports Thesteamer 
id now on the way to Bremen. Several sailing 
vessels are also engaged in the same trade, 

This time the oppositi:n comes from the 
*longshoremen, who are dolog all they can to 
defeat the scheme. At a meeting held 
last week this class of laborers appointed a 
committee of seven to confer with the ship 
brokers and the merchants of this city who are 
engeged in exporting oil to Europe. The ob 
ject of their mission was to decide upon some 
course of action by which the export of crude 
and refined oll in bulk can be prevented, 

Recently, W. A. Reidemann, the owner of a 
line of oil ships, bought a tank steamer in 
Engiand and has been exporting oll in bulk. 
The capacity of the tank steamer is 22.W00 bar- 
rels. If put in barrels it would be enough tu 
loud three ships, His pian has been to lay the 
steamer alongside the Standard O:] Company's 
pier and convey the crude oil through pipes 
directly into the tanks in thesteamer. The 
steamer can be loaded io three days, where 
formerly it took a month to properly loud a 
ship. He now proposes to purchase some 
more tank steamers and export all his crude 
oil in them for foreign ports. 

If this is permitted it will revolutionize the 
business entirely, It will destroy, claim the 
"longshoremen in their petition, the business 
of thousands of oll firms in this vicinity, and 
wipe out the business of oil brokers entirely. 

It is said that a general movement is on foot 
among the business men who are interested in 
the oil trade to petition Congress to forbid the 
practice of exporting oil in bulk. It is claimed 
to be dangerous, The generation of gases in 
the tanks of oil steamers is liable to cause ex- 
plosions which will send the tank steamer to 
the bettom with all on bourd. It is claimed 
also to interfere with the business of refining, 
as it is cheaper to refine crude oil in Europe 
thao in this country. The intention is to ex- 
port only crude cil in bulk. 

The committee of ‘longshoremen were 
assured by the merchants and brokers that 
they would do all they could to stop the ex- 
portation of oi] in bulk, The ‘iongshoremen 
are considering the advisability of refusing to 
load the oil ships Gwned by Mr. Reidemanp. 
Mr. Reidemann, it is said, has been getting his 
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oll through a broker who has refused to act 
for bim any longer on the ground that sooner 
or later it will destroy bis business entirely. 

The ‘longshoremen promised to send a cem- 
mittee to wait up.n the Standard Oil Co,. to 
enforce their request that that corporatiou 
refuse to furnish more oil to the tank steam- 
ere, 

Toa reporter of the Bul tin President Rock- 
efeller is reported to have said that be had as 
yetseen no such delegation, but should one 
make a request of this sort bis company would 
refuve to listen to it, but, on the contrary, 
would give to their customers oil in any way 
they choose to have it, 

Another officer of the Standard who fell into 
the clutches of an interviewer did not agree 
with the statement expressed by Mr. Rocke- 
feiler. This is what he is reported to have 
said: 

“There are many sides to the questi n. 
When tank steamers were tried some years 
ago they proved to be utter failures, but im- 
provements may have been made. It is stil 
too early to say whether they are successful or 
not. Une disadvantage is that they can carry 
no other carge, and must come back empty at 
aloss. Again, they can load in one-tenth the 
time of a barrel vessel, and consequently have 
much jess to pay for lay days. This would 
give them a great advantage over our usual 
customers, and to uff-et that we have chuarwved 
them for lay days as if they consumed the 
usual! time. 

We cannot sfford to injure the majority of 
our customers for the sake of a few tunk ves- 
sels. If necessary, we should refuse to sell to 
tank vessels at all. They do away with all 
cooperage and the work of the ‘iongsboremen, 
sotbat if they come into general use they 
would throw a great many men out of work. 

“So far as the barrel factories and other f«c- 
tories of the compauy now pecessitated by the 
present methud of shipping oil are concerned, 
that isa matter of no material conrequeuce. 
It would bave no hesitation in doing away with 
them if occasion came. 

“The customers and employees must first of 
all be considered. To injure customers would 
be « blow to ebipping interests, which are 
already in a very bad way. No tank vessel is 
expected bere bvfore a month, so that the 
question ean hardly come up again in that 
tume.””

Chicago's Alleged *‘Petro!eum Field ” 


Dr.Edmund Andrews, with reference to the re- 
cent discoveries of petroleum in Lake View. lil, 
ig rep ried assaying: “I do not think any one 
can get petroleum in paying quantities in this 
immediate vicinity, for the reason that no such 
deposits of pe'roleum have ever been fuund in 
a geological for ation such as vurs. When the 
limestone is reached in diguing here you have 
what is cal'ed in geology the bdilurian period, 
which antedated by many ages the shale 
formation of the Devonian period, which is the 
source of the vast petroleum deposits of the 
Eastern Stat: sana Russia 1 suppose that the 
oil foun | in the rock at the bottom of the cluy- 
hole is the same exactly as that found in other 
parts of Cook county in the same limestone 
formation, and ia Ceutral New York and other 
parts of the country similar depusite are fre- 
quently discovered It is an old, old story, and 
has frequently been commented upon and dis- 
cussed by ge logical writers 

This jimestone form tion ie filled with minute 
cavities and indentations of the surface, and 
the-e by some gevlogica! process, have become 
filled with petroleum. The reason that it can- 
not be found io sufficient quantities to make 
drillin and rumping profiiable is becaus: the 
stone will not allow the oil to percolate or run 
'hrough it, and no matter what the grade or 
dip of the strata of limestone may be, the oil 
cannot collect at any point. Added to this, the 
stone, where these minute deposits of oll are 
placed, ie not to be found in sufficient quanti- 
ties here to give any reasonable oii fleid. I can 
remember going to the quarries at the inter- 
section of West Chicago avenue and Western 
avenue before I moved to ( hicago and collect- 
ing @ Quantity of crude p-troleum from the 
surface of the water there which I took with 
me to the University of Michigan. It was of 
fair quality, but the limestone prevented its 
being worked. At the time the oil discoveries 
in the east were causing a great deal of excite- 
ment, »nd a spiritualistic medium informed 
several gentlemen that if they drilled deep 
enough they would fod a hugh cavity filled 
with oil. 

Backed by Mr. Shufeldt, the great distiller, 
they began work at once, The medium had 
drawn a picture of the cavi'y for the men, and 
this w..s shown to meas the evidence of what 
they were drilling for. In this picture the walls 
of the subterrauean oil tank were decorated 
with shells. I called the attention of these men 
to the fact that these shelis were the exact 
copies of those found in the ocean at the pres 
ent day,and thatsuch things did not exist at all 
on earth in the ages when this alleged cavity 
must bave been formed, but that trifling fact 
did not shake their faith in the medium. They 
found a little oil ot course at first in the thin 
strata of limestone, and evea below, for the 
Treason that it dropped down into the hole from 
the email deposits which had been puoctured. 
They worked down about 800 fee’, it I remem- 
ber right.and then struck a flowof water. 
Then it was announced that they were looking 
for water all the time,and the medium said 
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they had stauck a vast subterranean river, 
whose sources were in the Rocky Mountains, 
That was the first artesian well in this city. but 
about a hundred others ave now ruoning. You 
can find this same petroleum deposit in small 
quanties in the Chicago avenue quarries now. 
This stone has been used for both building and 
paving in this city before and siuce the fire. 
The people here called it tar stone, aud when it 
is freshiy exposed the stench of the crude pe- 
troleu;m can be readily deiected at some dis- 
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An Unvatisfactory Lard Deal. 


The provision trade on the New York Pro- 
duce Exchange bas been moderately stirred 
during a few days past by a complaint on the 
partof Mr. John Cinnamon, provision and 
grain dealer, No. 15 Whitehall street, against 
Mr. Richard Arnold of Mesers. W. H. Popham 
& Co., lard refiaers, Nos. 78 and 80 Broad Street. 
Mr, Cinnamon bad a lard contract with Messrs. 
Popham & Co., and the latter, on August 2, the 
day of delivery, being short of the fullamount, 
bought 250 tierces at the call to fill the contract, 


bidding and paying $7 23, which was consider- 
ably above the contract price. The price on 
the previous busin: ss day (Saturday) wasabout 
#695. The price paid at the call on Monday, 
under the rule, fixed that o the excess in de- 
livery over the contract weight, making Mr. 
Cinnam. n pay $7 23 on that excess. Mr. Cin- 
namon brougbt the matter before the C m- 
plaint Committee, al'eging that Mr. Arnoid bid 
the price up at the call on Monday expressly to 
equeeze him; that $7 23 was a fictitious and ab- 
surd price; that he himself was seiling lard that 
day at $70). and if he had not been absent 
from the call would have gold at $7 15 or lower. 
He complained that the matter was far more 
important to him than the email amount lnvolv- 
ed in bis deal with Messrs. Popbam & ‘o., since 
he had several other transactions with other 
parties, amounting to 11.00 tierces or more, 
the excess weights of which would have to be 
settled for on the basis of $723, if that shoud 
be sustained as the settling price for the day. 
He asked that the Complaint C »mmitteeshould 
call upon Mesers. lopham & Co. to arbitrate 
the dispute, offering to permit them to select 
as a’ bitrator any man on ‘Change, 

Colonel Edward Hiacken, chairman of the 
Complaint Committee, cailed attention to Sec- 
tion C of Rule 1 ot the lacd and provision ‘rade 
rules requiring that the price at the first cal 
sha!l be used fur settlement of contracts, and 
asked if it was not adwitted that the price at 
the first call on the day of delivery of the lard 
in question was $7 33. 

Mr. Cinnamon admitted that it was the call 
price but claimed that it was manipulated, 
and was not the market price, 

Colonel] Hincken said that the transavtion 
seemed tw be in accordance with the rules and 
the committee could not well recommend its 
submission to arbitration without implying 
that the arbitrators bad power to upset the 
rules ofthetrade. Mr. Kaeeland and other 
members of the cummittee concurred in this 
view. Mr. Cinnamon persisting in demanding 
an arbitr.tion, however, Mr. Arnold was asked 
if he would agree to such a disposition of the 
case. and replied that he could not answer the 
question, The committee then dismissed the 
compiatat,

close of the pres nt year. Shousetown is yet 
many leagues bebind Butler and Washington, 
but the new production is on the increase and 
the veteran operators who have opened it to 
the gaze of the oil producing world do not 
hesitate to say that three or five, and possioly 
ten thousand barrels a day will be the output 
of that deposit. At Tarsill the maximum is 
cliimed by those who are more anxious it 
should come than they are to g‘ve the 
trade the benefit of their sober and 
intelligent judgment as to the existence of 
similar pools in ciose proximity. There is a

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The Association of Manufacturers 
and Dealers in Proprie- 
tary Articles. 

The manufacturers of patent medicines and 
proprietary articl’s had a very interesting 
meeting at Long Branch on Thursday last, but 
the attendance was not as large as the impor- 
tance of the occasion warranted. Ten mem- 
bers answered to the roll call when President 
Humphreys called the meeting to order at one 
o’clock in one of the parlors of the Occan 
Hotel, and several other gentlemen, who were 
interested in the affairs of the association and 
the trade in proprietary articles, were in at- 
tendance, 

In response to a call for the report of the 
Committee on Legislation, Mr. John F. Henry, 
the chairman of the committee, said that no 
serious legislative action against the interests 
of the association had been taken in any of the 
States since the last meeting. 

Mr. Charlies F. Crittenton asked if the chair- 
man of the Committees on Legislation thought 
that a universal law onthe subject of 
trade marks would bevery beneficial to the 
proprietors, and requested that Mr. Henry, 
if he could, would suggest what action 
could be taken on this subject, to assist the 
interests of the manufacturers. 

Mr. Henry replied that whatever there was 
to be done on this head could be accomplished 
through a special committee. He thoughta 
national law on trade marks might be enacted 
which would have the effect of checking pirat- 
ing. If any law were passed, he believed that 
those articles which had been introduced and 
had gained a reputation should be exempt, 
and that the law should apply only to new 
articles. He was a member of the Committee 
of the Board of Trade and also on a committee 
of the Travelers’ Protective Association— 
an organization numbering 11,000 members— 
and these committees had been agitating 
this same matter. In his capacity as a 
member of these committees he had worked in 
the-interest of the proprietors as well as of 
these other associations. The Committee on 
Legislation, he said. would be glad to receive 
any suggestions or views of the members on 
this subject,and would do what it could to 
further the interests of the proprietors. 

Mr. Jones stated that the State Pharmaceu- 
tical Association of Iowa had been endeavor- 
ing to secure the pastaze of a law, by the Legis- 
lature of that State, prohibiting the sale of 
drugs and patent medicines by the general 
store dealers of Iowa, but there measure had 
been defeated. The game matter had been 
brought upin Nebraska, last winter, and will, 
in all probability come up in this State, during 
the coming winter. In order to defeat these 
measures, more or lesé expense would be in- 
volved, and he thought that if the association 
would agree to defray the expenses of those 
who were designated to work against the pas- 
sage of such bills, they, the bills, could be easily 
defeated. The passage of such laws as these 
did not accomplish the object sought. Three 
years ago Kansas passed a law prohibiting the 
sale of medicines in a general store within five 
miles of a drug store, but the law was found to 
be inoperative and now it is sought to amend 
it by reducing the distance to one mile from a 
drug store. Last June the Illinois Pharma- 
ceutical Assoviation secured the passage of an 
amendment to the pharmacy law of that State 
which provides that no one but a registered 
pharmacist shall be allowed to sell drugs, me- 
dicines or poisons. This shuts off the saie of pat- 
ent medicines in that State by general stores. 

The president announced that Messrs. Briggs 
& Dewitt had written him, the sub- 
stance of their letter being that they de- 
sired a stronger assoCiation, particularly in the 
West, and suggested that with a view to unify- 
ing the trade in that section the proprietors’ 
association should meet a day or two before 
the Nattonal Wholesale Druggists’ Association 
at Mimmeapolis. 

Mr. Jones following up his argument said 
that this matter of selling to general dealers 
affected the interest of the wholesale dealers in 
drugs as much ag it did the proprietors and 
that it would be to the Interest of the former 
to take some action during their meeting on 
this subject. He suggested that the committee 
to represent the proprietors at the wholesale 
druggists’ convention should bring the matter 
up for discussion. 

Mr. Kelly thought that this difficulty over the 
sale of proprietary articles by general stores 
was not difficult to understand. The Western 
States had been more energetic than their 
Eastern sisters in enacting pharmacy laws, the 
general tendency of which was to raise the 
standard of proficiency too high, considering 
the undeveloped condition of that section. 
One of the chief difficulties in the way of se- 
curing the passage of a pharmacy law in Penn- 
sylvania, where several attempts had resulted 
in failure, is this tendency to adopta European 
standard before the country is ready for it. 
The desire to prevent the sale of medicines by 
general stores was objected to by the members 
of the legislature representing the sparsely 
settled sections, where such a _ privil- 
ege is an absolute necessity, as drug 
stores in them were few and far be- 
tween, and the necessities of the people, 
were just as great, proportionately as those of 
more thickly populated districts. In his opin- 
ion if these pharmaceutical associations would 
permit the sale of patent medicines by general 
stores, and restrict the sale of poisons and 


































































































potent drugs the difficulty could be got over. 

Mr. Jones intimated that such special legisla- 
tion, as that which seeks to prevent the sale of 
proprietary articles by general dealers, defeat- 
ed its own ends. As an illustration he cited the 
case of Kansas the enactment of whose liquor 
law had been a positive detriment to the cause 
of pharmacy. In towns where formerly but 
one legitimate drug store had supplied the 
wants of the populace, after the enactment of 
the law, two or three others had been estab- 
lished and were seemingly carrying ona big 
busines:. This law had opened the profession 
of pharmacy, to men, who buying a hundred 
dollars’ worth of drugs and a thousand dollars’ 
worth of liquors were enabled to evade it un- 
der the cloak of a reputable profession, to the 
manifest detriment of the profession. Natur- 
ally the result is to drive out honorable phar- 
macists. The question is who is going to han- 
die the proprietors goods? For one, Mr. Jones 
said he would rather the general stores sold his 
goods than that these saloon druggists, whose 
interest lies only in the amount of liquors they 
can dispose of, and the profit resulting there- 
from. They should not be intrusted with their 
sale, Still he did not think this association 
could take any action in this matter. 

Dr. Humphreys, the president, asked if the 
association did not think that this matter 
would ultimately regulate itself. He supposed 
the association recognized that any attempt to 
regulate the sale of medicines was in the line 
of class legislation and as such, abhorent to 
liberty loving Americans. He was not afraid 
of such attempted legislation, believing that 
sober, second-thought people would look upon 
it as class legislation, and not sancticn it, 

Mr. Kelley stated that as he views this ques- 
tion, it would be impossible for the retail drug- 
gists to secure the enactment of alaw which 
would license one section of the State to sell 
these medicines and prevent the other from 
sharing in the privilege. The druggists all 
keep patent medicines and being aware that 
they are profitable goods to handle, will not 
givethem up. This matter, called up by Mr, 
Jones, shows that they are desirous of holding 
the patent medicine trade, and that they will 
continue to handle patent medicines, whatever 
may be the result of their agitation. 

Dr Humphreys believed that the patent med- 
icine trade should be kept in its proper chan- 
nel, and saw wothing in the sale of these goods 
by general storekeepers which would tend to 
divert the trade from these channels. 

Mr. Henry was of the opinion that wherever 
drug dealers have made an effort to control 
their business more effectually, they have been 
led into mistakes. This is proved by the case 
of Kansas. They wanted to control the 
business of selling liquor for medicinal 
Purposes and having obtained legislative 
sanction, they find that the legitimate 
drug trade is left in the lurch, while 
saloon keepers got control not only of the 
liquor business, but the drug business also. 
According to his experience, people buy where 
they have confidence and are sure of getting 
what they want. If they can obtain what they 
desire at a general store, they will go there 
again the next time they are in need ofthe 
article,and this more particularly if there is 
no drug store within easy reach, as frequently 
happens to be the case. What little influence 
the proprietors have with the druggists should, 
in his opinion, be exerted in prevailing upon 
them to leave special legisiation alone. Ia 
trying to stop the *‘cross roads merchant” from 
selling patent medicines, they run the risk of 
letting in some more dangerous competitor. 

Mr. Crittenton said that all would no doubt 
like to have their goods go through the proper 
channels, but the proprietors really bave no 
control over this matter. Certain dealers carry 
the medicines for the purpose of drawing 
trade. The drug trade of New York and other 
centers sell cigars for the purpose of attracting 
custom, and carry a stock of druggists’ sun- 
dries or toilet articles for the same purpose, 
To prohibit the sale of patent medicines by the 
general store keepers would bea detriment to 
the manufacturers as well as to the tradeof 
the country. He was not aware that efforts 
were being made to secure the passage of such 
laws as those referred to by Mr. Jones, and 
hoped that this dangerous matter would be 
placed in the hands of a qualified committee. 

Mr. Henry stuted that in his travels he had 
visited sections where there were no 
drug stores in a radius of many miles, 
where the inhabitants had become ac- 
customed to depending upon the cross road 
stores for their medical supplies. In the West 
it was absolutely necessary that the general 
stores should carry stocks of medicines people 
trequently being compelled to travel thirty or 
fifty miles to secure what they wanted. He 
thought it would be asking too much to insist 
that these medicines should be handled exclu- 
sively by regular druggists, and believed that 
this special legislation should be stopped. 

Mr. Leeming was averse to legislation on the 
subject and thought that no such restriction 
should be placed on the sale of patent medi- 
cines. 

From his remarks it was evident that Mr. 
Leeming did not understand the drift of the 
discussion and Mr. Jones set him straight by 
declaring that legislation was not wanted but 
that the stopping of legislation was very much 
desired, His business he said was established 
forty years ago, on the principal of commis- 
sioning various houses to handle their goods. 
They now have 4,000 cross road store keepers as 
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‘agents. He believed some action should be | forth the fact that the proprietors were pat- 


rons of the journals and that their interests 
were injured by such publication, would result 
in its cessation.

The president hoped some one would draw 
up acarefully worded resolution, embodying 
the points of this discussion. 

On motion the matter was referred to the 
special committee on the publication of form- 
ule. 

The report of the treasurer was read by Act~ 
ing Secretary Snow and showed a balance of 
$223.55 on hand, the expenses for the year 
amounting to $276.30. The report wasaccepted 
and referred to the Executive Committee. 


On motion, the meeting adjourned until 3:30 
P.M. 

On reassembling, Mr. C. F. Fenton of the 
Fenton Manufacturing Company, Cleveland, 
was proposed for membershipand unanimously 
elected. 

The election of officers was the ne«t busi- 
ness in order, and on motion of Mr. Crittenton, 
the acting officers with the exception of the 
secretary were reelected. Mr. Thos. F. Main 
was nominated in place of Mr. 8. R. Pinckney 
who declined to serve longer as secretary. 


The list of officers as elected is as follows: 
President, F. Humphreys, M.D., New York 
city; Ist Vice-president, Mr. C. F. Crittenton, 
New York city; 2d Vice-president, Mr. John 
Hodge, Lockport, N. Y.; 34 Vice-president, 
Mr. John F. Henry, New York city, 4th Vice- 
president, Mr. Chas.

On motion of Mr. Dawley, a unanimous vote 
of thanks was passed to Mr. Stickney, for the 
faithful and efficient manner in which he had 
discharged his duties as secretary. 


On motion the previously elected committees 
were continued. 

On motion of Mr. Crittenton, the name of 
Mr. C. 8. Jones was added to the Executive 
Committee and Mr. J. W. Rankin was added on 
motion of Mr, Henry. 


Messrs. C. W. Snow and E. R. Dawley were 
added to the Committee on Trade Marks. 

Mr. Kelley was elected to the Committee on 
Trade Interests and Contracts, and Mr. Leem- 
ing to the Executive Committee. 


The special Committee on Formule was con- 
tinued with the names of Messrs. J. W. Fears 
and John E. Healy added. 

Under the head of new business, Mr. Kelly 
said that it had been the practice of some firms 
of jobbers in ordering goods from prwuprietors 
to order them sent to points where they had 
uo established branch house. He thought it 
important that the association should pass 
some resolution condemning the practice. 
When this matter first came to his attention he 
had presented it to the rebate proprietors, and 
all had agreed that in this case it was a viola- 
tion of the contract plan. This case, the first 
to which his attention had been called, had re- 
ceived the condemnation of competing jobbers 
in the section, and seriously threatened the 


taken by the association to prevent restrictive 
legislation. 

Mr. Kelly realized the injustice to manufac- 
turers, such special legislation entailed. In 
making pharmacy laws, he said, there should 
be an exception made of all patent medicines, 
and proprietary articles. 

Mr, Jones suggested that two members in 
each section should be selected to look after 
the interests of the association when legisla- 
tion is proposed in their respective States. 

Mr. Henry was of the opinion that the stand- 
ing Committee on Legislation could attend to 
this matter but would have to be enlarged for 
the purpose. If there were a committee of two 
appointed for eac. State they would feel 
obliged to do something which would result in 
precipitating legislation which might not have 
been previously contemplated. 

Further discussion of the matter was defer- 
red until the reports of other committees were 
received, 

There being none of the members of the Com- 
mittee on Trade Marks present no report was 
made. 

Mr. Thos. F. Main, of the Committee on 
Trade Interests and Contracts, was to have re- 
ported, but was not present. 

The report of special Committee on the Pub- 
lication of Formu)@ was called for, but none 
of the members of the committee was present. 

Mr. Fears, of the Swift’s Specific Company, 
said that one of the pharmaceutical journals 
had published what purported to bea copy of 
their formula, but which was a misrepresenta- 
tion caleulated to do their medicine much 
harm. He thought the association should take 
some action in the matter. The question is, 
he said, shall each manufacturer fight the 
journals, or will the association take up the 
cudgels. He would like to have an expression 
of opinion. 

Mr. Crittenton would like to know if the as- 
sociation had the power to prevent the publi- 
cation of these formula, 

Dr. Humphreys replied that it had none. He 
favored a free discussion as to the best means 
of preventing the recurrence of the evil com- 
plained of. 

Mr. Kelly did not see how the association 
could control the matter, and he questioned 
whether it would not be wiser to leave it alone. 
He does not apprehend that the publication of 
these formule will seriously affect the interests 
of the manufacturers. When people want a 
certain medicine they will get it,and cannot 
easily be persuaded to take an imitation. If 
any one counterfeits a patent medicine the 
manufacturers have their recourse in the 
courts. 

The president stated that he had received a 
letter from a member of the association asking 
if damages could be claimed against a journal 
which had published hia formula. He, Dr. 
Humphreys, had advised against a suit for 
damages as he thought the matter could be 
adjusted more readily by a request to the editor 
to refrain from such publications in the future. 
He believed the publication was of small inter- 
est. If the matter was presented properly and 
these journals could be shown that they were 
liable in damages for whatever injury to the 
proprietor’s interests resulted from the publi-

The National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association has no ob- 
jection to the establishment of bona fide branch 
houses, but claims that anything short of this 
is a direct violation of the rebate plan. That 
association had unanimously passed a resolu- 
tion condemning the practice and asking the 
proprietors to take similar action. If the pro- 
prietors were to pass a resolution of condemna- 
tion it would strengthen the rebate system. 
The plan is generally considered to be good-and 
should be a consolidation of the interests of the 
jobbers and proprietors. The jobber should 
be bound and made to stand by his obligations. 

Alter a general discussion the following re- 
solution was offered by Mr. Dawley and second- 
ed by Mr. Fears, receiving the unanimous vote 
of the meeting. 

Resolved, That proprietors acting under the re- 
bate plan be requested to decline to make ship- 
ments to points differing from the location of the 
firm ordering the goods, unless such firm has a 
bonafide branch house at the point indicated. 

Mr. Kelly extended the thanksof the Nation- 
al Whole Druggists’ Association, for the send- 
ing out of reports of their last quarterly meet- 
ing,to jobbers and members of the N. W. D. A, 

The meeting then adjourned without desig- 
nating the time or place of the next conyen- 
tion,

It is 
a matter of simple decency that the publishers 
of these journals should let the matter alone, 
Perhaps if this association shou'd,in connec- 
tion with the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association, send a circular letter to the edit- 
ors of the various medical acd pharmaceutical 
journals, stating in eifect that these recipes are 
not genuine and requesting them to suppress 
their publication in future they would respect 
the request. 

Mr. Jones thought it would be better for the 
association totake no action. Each manufac- 
turer should look out for his own interests. To 
get up a discussion with the journals as to the 
propriety of the publication of these recipes 
would be detrimental to the interests of the 
propric tors. 

Mr. Fears thought Mr. Henry’s suggestion a 
good one. He was in favor of a circular is- 
sued by the association with the endorsement 
of the National Wholesale Druggistse’ Associa- 
tion. 

Dr. Humphreys, the chairman, thought it 
would be asking too mucb of the wholesale 
druggists, which he thought would reply that 
they could not ask pharmaceutical journals to 
stop the publication of matter presumably in- 
teresting to retail druggists. 

Mr. Kelly thought the Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association would be willing to do anything it 
could to assist the proprietors, but this might 
be going a little bit too far. He thought 
everything couid be accomplished by request- 
ing the different journals to cease the publica- 
tion of private formula. In his opinion no 
high-toned journal would publish such recipes 
after the matter had vLeen properly presented. 

Mr. Crittenton remarked that he had always 
said if any ove wanted his formu'z, they were 
welcome to them. So far as a suit at law is 
concerned, it is difficult to fix damages. Itis 
impossible to impose on a purchaser, but if 
such a thing were to happen, the buyer and 
not the proprietor would have a case and could 
obtain damages. If anything is done, he be- 
lieved that it should be done in a friendly man-

The pig lead market has been somewhat 
easier since our last and gales of about 300 bbis 
common domestic have been made at 4 75c. 
Since these sales there has been very little in- 
quiry and the market closes quiet. Messrs. 
Wahl & Co., under date of St. Louis, Aug. 14th, 
say that refined desilverized lead is neglected 
and nominal and offered without a bid at 4 65c. 
Missouri refined was otfered at 4 60@4 6240 
Chemical hard sold at 4 57}4@4 600 for 10 
cars. At the close chemiea) hard sold 
at 4 624g¢c, and soft Missouri at 4 57<c. 
Messrs. Everett & Post of Chicago, say on Aug. 
11: “A quiet conservation marks the actions of 
most consumers of pig lead and while the ma- 
jority prophesy a good trade during the fall 
months, yet the wavering condition of the New 
York market, owing to the repeated offerings 
of foreign lead at and around 480c and a total 
absence of any reliab'e statistical information 
trom abroad, keeps the consumers and parties 
interested in pig lead ina quandary. As long 
as this condition of affairs lasts, the consump- 
tion will be from hand to mouth. Sales have 
been consummated during the week at 4 45e, to 
the extent of some 400 tons corroding, and at 
the close the market may be quoted firm at 
465¢. Stocks of pig lead are not accumulating 
as far as we can gather, and consumption atill 
continues larger than production.” 

White lead shows no improvement in de- 
mand. Consumers still pursue the policy 
of buying only what they require for 
present needs, and as jobbers are ap- 
parently well supplied they are not often in 
the market. There are no violations of the 
association rules, both buyers and sellers living 
cheerfully up tothem, The association prices 
have not changed and we continue to quote 
7c net for lead in quantities of less than 
100 lbs in wood, and 7c 60 days, or 244 per cent 
discount for cash in 15 days from date of in- 
voice for lots of 500 lbs and over. Lead in oil 
in 25 Ib, 124 lb andito5 1b cans is quoted at 
an advance of Ke, le and 2c respectively, on 
the keg prices. The rebates are as heretofore 
and are payable at the end of the year to buy- 
ers who observe the rules of the association. 

Ameriean oxide of zinc is in rather moderate 
demand, but as the manufacturers are busy 
making deliveries on contract and bave no gur- 
plus to offer, the market remains firm and un- 
changed, For Freneh zines there is not much 
domand at the moment, the sales being of 
small lots to supply current: requirements, 
Prices have not changed, the combina- 
tion rates being 655¢c for dry Antwerp 
red seal in bbis of.2204 lbs, and 6d for dry 
Paris green seal. Discounts are ag follows: To 
buyers of 10 bbi lots of one or assorted grades 
1 per cent 25 bbis 2 per cent, and 50 Ibe 4 per 
cent. No discount is allowed on less than 10 
bbl lots and discounts include brokerage.

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_Weldon’s Chlorine Processes. 


For several years tefore his death the late 
Mr. Walter Weldon was engaged in researches 
which had for their design the utilization of 
the chlorine contained in magnesium chloride, 
as obtained frem the mother liquors in the 
manufacture of common galt from sea water, 
or as obtained, in a by-way, from the decom- 
position with mugnesia of the ammonium 
chloride from the ammonia-soda process. The 
researches were carried on in conjunction, 
practically, with M. Pechiney, of Salindres, in 
the south of France, and so far they resulted 
in the establishment of a process which has 
since been patented, and which only required 
the devising and erection of working plant for 
completion. The process, like many other 
of Mr, Weldon’s beautiful devices, is a very 
imple one. When an aqteous solution of 
magnesium chloride is evaporated, and the 





chloric acid, in part, and free chlorine or chlo- 
rinated lime. Apart from that, the compara- 
tively valueless magnes'a minerals of Stass- 
furt may now be employed for the manufac- 
ture of bleaching powder. This is nota pleas- 
ant prospect forthe Le Blanc manufacturers, 
but the progress of scieuce cannot wait for 
their interests. Recently reports have been 
current in this country that Mr. Weldon’s new 
process had broken down when tried on an ex 
tensive scale by M. Pechiney. M. Pechiney, 
however, states that these reports are abso- 
lutely without foundation. The fact 
that his firm is not yet working the 
process is entirely due to the non- 
completion of the workirg plant, upon 
which they are spending a quarter of a million 
france, which will form an integral part of the 
works at Salindres. Preliminary experiments 
were made on a small scale, and since then lit- 
tle bas been heard of the matter. The appar- 
ent delay is entirely due to the greatest care 
necessary in designing and constructing an 
apparatus which involves many new mechan- 
ical contrivances, M. Pechiney expects to 
commence working in the course of next 
month, or in September at the latest, and his 
confidence in the process is as great now as it 
was when he undertoox it. Before the end of 
the year, thererore, we shall know more of the 
effect of this revolutionary process, but what- 
ever the result may be, we cannot fail to ad- 
mire the thorough manner with which the pro- 
moters have carried out their object.—Che nis 
and Drugg:st.

do not hear that any one succeeded in securing 
oil at that figure. The Western markets appear 
to be firm, The quotation in St. Louis on the 
14th inst. was 40c. 

The cotton oil market was imbued with new 
life during the week, but as the improvement 
is exclusively confined to refined grades, partic- 
ular mention is made of the fact in the para- 
graph below, which is devoted to summer yel- 
low oil. Crude is offering ina limited way at 
25@25kc for off grades, but prime is not to be 
had, The present scarcity and position of the 
latter was predicted in these columns in June, 
and the course of the market has been precisely 
as stated at that time. The continued offerings 
of lower grades show that they have been in 
abundant supply, and that the limit has not 


yet been reached. There is no demand 
and the market is nominal elsewhere 
as well as here. Our advices from 


New Orleans report the cotton crop 
good and an average yield is expected. In 
some parts of Georgia the weather is too dry, 
and worms still continue in Alabama. The 
damage from either source cannot yet be as- 
certained, but the lateness of the season 
Causes some fears to be expressed. The 
weather in Texas is generally dry, and some 
sections complain some of shedding. This is, 
however, not general. In Louisiana, Arkan- 
gas and Tennessee the crop is progressing well. 
Beed continues to arrive at New York, the re- 
ceipts for the past week being 10,631 bags, in- 
cluding 8,191 bags for export. The English 
markets for seed on spot are firm at £6 58. No- 
vember-January is offering in Hull at £6 5s 6d, 
with but little business doing. 

Refined cotton oil has experienced a boom 
since last writing, and is now in a sensitive po- 
sition with prices tending rapidly upward. 
This time last week there were offerings of 
prime summer yellow at 35cand it was inti- 
mated that this price could have been shaded. 
An unusual dullness had prevailed for three 
weeks succeeded by the weakness and some 
holders had become so discouraged over the 
prospects that they were ready sellers, think- 
ing that some unknown supplies would be 
thrust upon the market and its foundation 
knocked from under. This was the 
condition of affairs when certain parties 
took hold of the reins and quietly 
bought right and left until the whole market 
quivered from the active under current and 
rapidly shot upward, thus preventing a further 
concentration of stocks. The movement could 
not have transpired at a better time to be a 
success; it was a dead calm before the storm, 
but now that all the dealers are acquainted 
with the extent of the business transacted, and 
the motives which prompted it, their elevated 
views in consequence will be like a block to the 
wheels. Quite a number of persons shared in 
the movement as sellers, and their various 
salesswell theamwount to at least 5000 bbls, which 
brought 35@36c for prime summer yellow, 
and 37%c for choice white summer oil. It 
is not accurately known how much oil 
changed hands in the deals, as the principals 
are silent on that point. The transactions 
caused considerable talk on ’change yesterday 
and to-day,and holders of oil hardly knew 
what to ask for prime. Bids of 36c were freely 
made, but declined, and the market closed 
with 37}4: asked. One or two holders quoted 
40c. Choice white summer has been in de- 
mand and fair off grades of summer yellow; 
the latter sold at 384@35c in large lots. The 
movement to concentrate stocks is said to be 
caused by a scarcity of supplies; still the pri- 
mary markets are not displaying any signs 
of activity. Weare wired from New Orleans 
to-night that prime summer yellow is offering 
at 36c without any particular demand. At this 
figure the New York market is not yetona 
Parity with New Orleans, and to equalize 
values summer yellow ought to be quoted here 
at 38@39c. Receipis at New York were only 
719 bbls for the week, including 288 bbls for ex- 
port. Theindications point to higher prices, 


as there are more buyers than sellers, thus 
bringing about a transformation that is strik- 
ing and impressive—especially on those who 
are out of supplies and see their neighbors 
reaping the benefit.

Ceylon cocoanut oil is reported to be doing 
better at 5140 for large quantities, but there is 
still an uncertainty about what a principal 
holder would do in case he were offered 5@5}éc. 
Jobbing sales of 35 tons have been made, 
Cochin oil is selling slowly at 73gc; supplies on 
the way are offering at 7}4c. 

Prime Lagos palm oil is quoted at 5!4c, with 
small business doing. Considerable arrivals of 
Lagos oil have come to hand in London and 
prices have further declined, so that fine qual- 
ity may now be had at £23 10s. During last 
week about 500 tons of different varieties were 
sold at Liverpool at prices ranging from £20 
10s to £21 15s per ton. 

Olive oil continues to improve in price. 
Prime grades of Italian and Spanish are held at 
77}4c, and other grades at 72c, The latest re- 
port from Naples is to the effect that the olive 
crop is progressing as well as could be wished; 
with{the exception of the unavoidable defi- 
cienciesin such districts as gave a good crop 
last year, there are no complaints, as the fruit 
appears to be everywhere strong and sound; 
whereas last year there were already com- 
plaints of injury from the olive fly at this sea- 
son. Holdersare showing no anxiety to real- 
ize, and the usual English demand being alto- 
gether missing, the business done in Naples 
has been unusually restricted, and prices have 
been mostly nominal, but the reports of higher 
prices in Spain, and some small purchases for 
Russian account, have in the last few days 
given a little more firmness to that market. 


Animal and Fish Oils. 

Lard oil continues to follow inthe wake of 
the lard market and is now quoted 2c per gal- 
lon above the figures of this time last week, or 
56c for prime city and 55c for prime Western. 
There still exists a wide difference between ex- 
tra No.land prime, which causes some com- 
ment among buyers, but the explanation is 
made by pressers that the stock is not to be had 
for making extra No. 1 as formerly,and the low 
prices are owing to the inferior quality as com- 
pared to previous manufacture. Some buyers 
are of the opinion that lard oil is merely expe- 
riencing a temporary boom, and that when the 
speculative demand has ceased for lard, prices 
will recede. The market seems to possess 
stronger staying qualities than the above opin- 
ion would concede for it. 

The crude sperm oil market is inactive but 
firm at the previous figures of 75c. Receipts 
are limited, only 391 bbls having arrived at 
New Bedford last week. The total stock is 
20,410 bbls. Refined is steady at previous quo- 
tations. The first news from New Bedford’s 
whalers cruising in the Arctic ocean has been 
received this week. The report shows a poor 
catch for the season up to the time when the 
bark Jobn Carver was lost, June 21, and unless 
more favorable reports are received by the first 
of September the season will be looked upon 
asa failure. Only 12 whales had been taken 
during the season thus far by the whole fleet. 
It is probable that the two whales taken by the 

Carver were not saved, leaving only 10 for the 
season’s work. Up to the first part of July last 
year the fleet had taken 112 whales. The season 
has been remarkable for its severity and there 
has been much suffering among themen in the 
Arotic fleet. Asa general thing, vessels reach 
the Arctic ocean in the latter part of May, but 
no entrance had evidently been effected up to 
June 22. This will account for the smal! catch, 

For the above reasons the whale oil market 
has gained strength, and in the absence of bus- 
iness Northern oil is nominal in price. A gale 
of 80 bbls Southern was effected at 33c, There

| The crude menhaden fish oil market has a 


stronger tone, asthe fishermen are indifferent 
sellers at 21}4c for prime, and write their cor- 
respondents here that the catch has not im- 
proved, and unless they have a good run be- 
tween now and October the season will be 
practically a failure. The present fish yield 
more oil, and as there is usually a large catch 
about the close of summer, it is not probabie 
that this season will be an exception to the 
rule. A representative of this paper saw thir- 
teen steamers off Sandy Hook last Thursday in 
the midst ot schoois of menhaden, and three of 
hem were completely filied and making prep- 
arations to return to the factories. We hear 
very little about Southern oil, as none has 
been offered for some time—in fact, offerings 
ot any character are very limited, and buyers 
have to make known their wants, 


Mineral Oils. 


To give an ideaof the cowpetition in para- 
fine and cylinder stocks, a leading manufac- 
turer stated last week that his concern would 
meet the lowest prices; various reports had 
come to him about wholesale cutting and be- 
ing found coriect upon investigation, their 
brand was released at the same figures. Under 
these circumstances refiners can have no estab- 
lished price and are in the dark as to what to- 
morrow may bring forth. It should be under- 
stood that the best grades are not sold at the 
easier figures, although the quality is appar- 
ently satisfactory to the buyers. The market 
for 25 gravity paraftine is anywhere from 5% to 
10c according to brand, quality, terms and size 
of the order. Cash payments are encouraged by 
liberal concessions. Although sales are being 
made within the range named, sellers will not 
acknowledge accepting anything under 9c. 
The market has aleaden weight to it, but not 
in the estimation of manufacturers, who are 
endeavoring to give it artificial strength by 
quoting good prices. Business is active in 
parafiine oils, and one large holder declares to 
bave shipped more during the past three 
months than during any similar period within 
the history of his house. Europe is taking 
large quantities. The movement in 25 gravity 
is steady and values unchanged. There seems 
to be no room for any further pressure, and 
buyers are not enabled to obtain supplies 
under 7c. Ked oils of good viscosity are held 
up to 183@l4c, but indifferent lots are to be had 
at 9@lic. 

Neutral bloomless oils have a moderate job- 
biog demand on the basis of l6c for the ordin- 
ary grade of 34 gravity. Manufacturers are 
lamenting the decreased trade as compared to 
former years, owing to various circumstances 
but more especially tothe change of opinion 
in regard to compounded oils.which are not so 
popular. The wool oil of 32 gravity has re- 
mained steady at 12c, and for the fancy grades 
there is a limited demard. There is no compe- 
tition worth mentioning in this line. 

Cylinder stocks have a quiet demand and the 
city manufacturers have all the New York 
trade to themselves. We hear of no out of 
town brands offering, which is unusual, The 
expense of storage and waiting tor a demand 
have no doubt discouraged the efforts to finda 
market here. Supplies are taken in small lots, 
while future contracts are unheard of for the 
domestic trade. Light filtered of 600 test can 
atili be quoted at 16@ivc, dark filtered at 12@ 
18c and dark steam at 9@l4c according to brand 
and quality. Special makes which have made 
a Dame for themselves seem to have a preter- 
ence and at good figures. 

Black reduced oils are without change in any 
particular. The only business of importance is 
in summer oil at the stereotyped price of 6c, 
but the movement is small compared to other 
seasons. Cold test oils have experienced a very 
limited outlet this summer but a good trade’ is 
expected to open next month for 15 ct to make 
ready for autumn work. The lower tendency 
in all grades of mineral lubricants has been a 
marked feature of trade this year and inter- 
ested parties would like to know if it will con- 
tinue, 





Oil Cake. 


Western oil cake on spot is held higher being 
quoted at $26 50 per ton to arrive and $25 75@ 
26 00.0n spot, at which prices we have sales of 
1000 tons. Ocean freights still favor shippers, 
but their wants are limited. City cake is 
about $26 25 per tonon Spot, but no business 
has transpired as it is principally consigned to 
agentaabruad. We learn from New Orleans 
that quotations on cotton cake are only nom- 

nal op account of no offerings or sales, Wheth- 
er this is owing to scarcity or disposition to 
hold for better prices, is not stated. Receipts 
of oil cake at New York during the week 
were 11,662 bags 2.016 of whieh were exported.

Naval Stores. 

The market for spirits of turpentine opened 
with an easier feeling at the beginning of the 
week, owing to the lack of important demand, 
the quotation being 3334c.

‘PETROLEUM MARKET. 





TUESDAY EVENING, August 17, 1886. 

Last Friday the market touched a point 
dangerously close to the fifties. On that day 

for the first time in months oil sold as low a8 
60 cents a barrel. Had the bears closely fol- 
lowed up their opportunity petroleum, for a 
few hours at leatt, might’ have ranged below 
60 cents. 

Since that time the market has recovered 
somewhat and now showssigns that lead a close 
observer to believe that it will not again sell so 
cheap. At present prices oil is certainly a good 
and presumabiv a safe investment. Its 
value, even with the great possibilites of 
Washington, cannot go much lower. If the 
market does perchance drift into the fifties, it 
will not remain there long. 

By the first of the month the National Tran- 
sit Company promises to reduce storage rates, 
It is high time something of the kind was done. 
Not asmall portion of the Standard’s millions 
have come into its coffers through the humble 
medium of storage. Traders, however, who 
are versed in Standard methods are wagering 
large sums that the reduction in rates will be 
insignificant, and that the floor trade and net 
the legitimate speculator will be benefited by 
the change. 

But for the sustaining hand of Tedcastle on 
Friday oil would have dropped below 60 cents 
when the crash came. “Ted” stepped forward 
both here and in the West, through represent- 
atives, and scooped in everything that was 
offered. He was the only really strong buyer 
of the day, and as he represents the powers, it 
is evident that fifty cent oil is not favored by 
the Standard just yet, 

Aside from the fact that the production of 
the Washington field reached and passed the 
14,000 barrel a day point, there was nothing of 
noteworthy interest reported from the front. 
In Pittsburg, that chestnut which connects the 
Nobel’s of Russia and the Standard in a deal to 
regulate and control the foreign refined mar- 
kets, was brought out and given its monthly 
airing. Here the story fell flat. If the Nobel’s, 
who are said to be in very deep water finan- 
cially, do come to an agreement with the 
Standard, the event will doubtless be marked 
Dy a smart advance in refined at the Atlantic 
ports. 

In Butler county, the home of the Thorn 
Creek gushers, two new and mayhap powerful 
fields are being nursed by the energetic wildcat- 
ter. The Phillips well, in the new extension ot 
‘tthe Reibold field. is through the sand and doing 
450 barrelaaday. Starr & Co’s wildcat, on the 
‘Hayes ferm, in advance of previous operations 
dn the new Thorn creek field, is two bits in the 
‘sand and good for a hucdred barrels at its 
present depth. Further drilling may improve 
‘the well, and it may be good for five hundred 
barrels per day, and probably more. The pos- 
sibilities of both these new fields will only be 
told by future developments. 


A number of well posted oil men, who have 
operated in every tield from Oil Creek down to 
the present developments, are expecting these 
fields to rival Washington, Cherry Grove or 
Thorn Creek. At present Butler County has 
four bran new fields to offer the trade. They are 
the Thorn Cteek extension, Jefferson Center 
Reibold and Hickory. Three wells have just 
been completedand are in the sand, while the 
Center will have two welisin shortly,and Thorn 
Creek should have four in this week, which 
should increase the total production several 
hundred barrels. 

Said an old operator: “ Operatione in the old 
felds are failing somewhat, and even the ar- 
dor of the wildcatter is cooling alittle. A con- 
tinuation of a 60-cent market, or another 
shove or so downward during this month and 
next will bring October around with a com- 
paratively small operations list, and an aggre- 
gate production less than at present, unless the 
festive drill happens to open more gusher ter- 
ritory that is drillable. The change may come 
before October, but the longer the market is 
held down the more complete will be the 
change.” 

One of the most chronic of bears is Major 
William G, Evans. He thinks that oil is bring- 
ing altogether too much money and is firmly of 
the belief that the stuff is not worth more than 
fifty cents a barrel. “Look at Washington,” 
said the Major, thisafternoon. “It is panning 
out into one of the biggest fields in America. 
When it plays out we have the immense pools 
in Ohio to fall back on. Ohio will turn out 
fields that will make Bradford and New York 
turn pale. The oil may not beso good as the 
Bradford article, but it can be used for fuel 
and other purposes to which Pennsylvania oil 
isapplied. It may not be a direct competitor, 
but it will always hurt the speeulative market. 
I believe that oil will be found in every State 
in the Union and the time is close at kand when 
4 boom to 75 cents wi'l be a red letter event. 
‘Oil at 60 cent is dear. I have been a bear for 
‘three years and the bulls have kept me, I ex- 
(pect they will keep me all of my life.” 


Fortunately, few of even the Major’s flock 
‘take such an extreme view of the future. If 
‘they did speculation in oil would soon die out. 
Speculators who want to be on the safe side go 
in for short turns. Another favorite scheme is 
to sell shurt and make a profit on the high 
carrying rates. 

The week closed fairly strong at 61}g0 bid, 
One year ago to-day the range was | 0034.

year. To-day’s production of the Washington 
was about 13,500 bbls. 
the field was bulletined. 

The news from the field on Wednesday in- 
spired the bulls with a little fighting courage 
and first sales were made half a cent above 
Tuesday's close. From that point the march 
to 6254 was an easy one. The usual reaction 
when it came struck the market galley west, 
the close being 6134c bid here and at Oil City 
and 61%c at Bradford and Pittsburg.

Tariff Reform in the Oil Regions. 
The careful student of political tendencies 
cannot fail to observe the great progress which 
the movement in behalf of a revision of the 
tariff in the direction of more liberal trade 
with foreign nations has made in the oil regions 
during the past five years. In 1881 there were 
few who were bold enough even to question 
the right or wisdom of our national system of 
levying duties upon imports for the purpose of 
protecting certaif special industries in this 
country. If we remember rightly the first pub- 
lic protest against the system, accompanied 
with an attempt to show its injurious effects 
upon the petroleum industry, was made in 1883, 
Since that time the subject has been discussed 
at public meetings and in private conversa- 
tion between business men, has been debated 
at cross-road school houses, bas been consid- 
ered in carefully written articles through the 
public press and more briefly announced in 
resolutions declared in political conventions, 


until it has been brought clearly to the atten- 
tion of nearly every voter, and, until it is more 


than dou btful whether, if the real sentiments 
of the community could be discovered, a large 
majority would not be foundtin favor of doing 
away with the entire protective system, or at 
least the protective part of the system. Per- 
haps the tendency of feeling in the oil regions 
is not to be wondered at. 

A fair analysis of the burdens which the sys- 
tem has entailed upon the oil industry will 
show that by increased coat of all the materials 
entering into the production, storage, refining 
and transportation of oil during the last 25 
years at least $75,000,000 bas been taken from 
the pockets of the people of the oil regions,and 
tither wasted or transferred to the pockets of 
those engaged in the protected interests whose 
products were necessary in one form oranother 
to the operation of the oil business. Nor was 
this all the injury worked by the system to the 
oil industry. By preventing exchange on equal 
terms with foreign countriesand by provoking 
the enactment of laws in such countriesina 
like spirit of retaliation our protective system 
has greatly hindered the marketing of petro- 
leum in the leading markets of the world, and

in some cases has totally deprived it of a mar- 
ket. 

To all but exporters the actual extent of such 
hinderance is practically a sealed book, but all 
who are acquainted with the subject agree 
that such hinderance is greatly felt in reduced 
consurr ption, and, consequently, in the greatly 
reduced price of our great commodity. Per- 
haps it is owing to the general nature of the ef- 
fects produced by the present system that in 
the oi:region the movement for tariff reform 
has been confined to the limits of no particular 
party, but its advocates are to be found in the 
Democratic, Republican, Prohibition and Anti- 
Prohibiton parties alike. As an independent 
newspaper specially engaged in promoting the 
interests of petroleum it is not our business to 
interfere in party politics. We consider it,bow- 
ever, our business to discuss the great ques- 
tions connected with the general business 
prosperity, and especially with the prosperity 
of the petroleum business. In that connectior 
we must recognize the present movement «f 
thought in the oil regions against the protec- 
tive system; and we further advise politicians 


of all parties that they must likewise recog- 
nize this movement if they expect to elect their 
candidates.— Derrick.

ing power, dynamo, conducting wires, etc., and 
also no danger from its use. 

The magnesium burns in a Jamp arranged 
with clock-work movement feeding regularly 
a ribbon of the metal to the burner. 

These lamps can be placed in any position 
desired, and are thus especially useful for gar- 
dens, halls, warehouses, mines, street lighting, 
railways, steam vessels, etc. In confined rooms 
they require a smoke-bell to conduct into a 
flue the white vapor (oxide of magnesium) 
given off by the metal in burning, much of 
which, however, fails in white powder (mag- 
nesia) around the burner, 

As the light causes less heat than other lights 
and takes up little oxygen, consequently not 
vitiating the atmosphere, it is specially 
serviceable in lighting halls, churches, etc., and 
being non-explosive can be employed where 
the danger of combustion is to be considered. 

The actinic rays of this light are so nearly 
those of the sun that it is the most useful of all 
artificial lights for photographing interiors, 
dark places, etc. 

As an Illustration of the power of this light 
it is said that a magnesium lamp of 1,000 candle 
power casts sufficient light to distinguish a ves- 
sel nine miles distant. It is therefore peculiar- 
ly adapted to the lighthouses, signals, etc: A 
wire 0.3 millimetres (1-100 inch) thick e ,uals 
the light of 74 stearine candles, five to the 
pound, 

The cost of magnesium is but little more than 
gas, while no expensive works or street mains 
are required for its use, making its introduc- 
tion for lighting towns and villages a simple 
matter. 

It is an important agent in pyrotechnics ow- 
ing to its brilliancy and non-explosive charac- 
ter when mixed with other materials. 

Torches are now being prepared with it for 
processions, firemen’s use, signals, etc. 

For all emergencies where a sustained and 
powerful light is desired, such as night alarms, 
railway accidents, etc., these torches are most 
useful. 

In February last a trial of the magnesium 
torch was made by the “Firemen’s Union” 
at Weisbaden, Germany, and the results as 
published in their communications were en- 
tirely satisfactory. 

The report says: “The light of the torch 
equaled that of the electric-arc lamp and light- 
ed brightly and completely the court yard 100x 
150 feet, as well asthe fire tower 70 fect high. 
The gas lamps in the neighborhood appeared 
like reddish oil-lights. The torch burned quiet- 
ly without throwing out sparks. The light is 
bluish white and does not trouble the eye, and 
produces comparatively little smoke (no soot), 
neither wind nor water affecting it to any con- 





























































An Opinion on Quinine. 


Mr. Chas. T. White, of the firm of Chas. T. 
White & Son, manufacturers agents, this city, 
who manufactured quinine for eight years and 
dropped dt from his list of products in 1883 when 
the new process was introduced, conversed on 
the quinire situation last week with a repre- 
sentative of the REPORTER by request. Having 
been out of the business go Jong, he did not 
consider his opinion of much account, but 
kindly gave his idea of the causes regulating 
the trade in quinine. The changein the method 
of manufacture which reduces the time and ex- 
pense of extracting the alkaloid by improved 
apparatus and a better scivent, and the im- 
provement made in cultivated barks, have 
placed the iodustry on a different basia, he said, 
and prepared the manufacturers to meet closer 
competition. A bark yielding two per cent 
was formerly cons:dered a high grade, as the 
average yielded 1 and 1% per sent, but now 
barks generally average from 3 to 4 per cent, 
which is caused by successful cultivation. The 
price of bark is much lower than in previous 
years, but if the planters are dissatisfied as al- 
leged, and taking up other crops to the neglect 
of cinchona bark, then a reaction in values 
would be the natural result of curtailed pro- 
duction. “This is not the time for high prices 
unless combinations are entered into, and the 
people are rather inclined to be hostile to qui- 
nine syndicates. A consolidation of quinine 
interests is harcly possible as the large con- 
cerné are not disposed to work together on ac- 
count perhaps of all wantiny to be leaders in- 
stead of beiug led. My general idea is that 
there is not a manufacturers profit in qui- 
nine at fifty cents per ounce; still 1 don't 
profess to have accurate knowledge on that 
point; some makers may be satisfied if they 
only get a fair interest upon tbeir capital, but 
this will not do for the smaller manufacturers. 
Before we stopped making quinine, it had de- 
cliaed to one dollar per ounce, and we did not 
see sufficient encouragement in the future of 
the business to continue it. There can certain- 
ly beno money io the by-products, as they 
have been reduced greatly in price and the de- 
mand for them is much less than heretofore. 
The foreign makers are ambitious to maintain 
their hold on the American market even if they 
have to sacrifice their product, and they have 
no doubt c »meto stay. The survival of the 
fittest now seems to be tbe rule, and I think 

that quinioe for the present has to be carefully 
and closely managed. The factory with the 
best facilities and shrewdest business men need 
not fear competition. About five years ago we 
sent some apparatus to the west coast of South 
America to bave the alkaloid extracted from 
the South American bark there, instead of

The defendant has sold to consumers in this 


district a compound known as “anti-kalso- 
mine,” composed of pulverized calcined gyp- 
sum and white glue, manufactured and sold to 
him by a company located at Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, of which Melvin B. Church, the pat- 
entee, is president, general manager and prime 
mover, Church was for years, as superintend- 
ent of the complainant corporation, engaged 
in manufacturing and selling a compound 
known as “alabastine,”’ which he then insisted 
and publicly proclaimed was protected by the 
patent in controversy. Having disposed of his 
patent to the complainant and severed all con- 
nection with his former associates, Church is 
now, through the medium of the new curpora- 
tion, engaged, to the great injury of the com- 
plainant’s business, in selling anti-kalsomine, a 
compound almost exactly identical with ala 

bastine. 

The question to be determined is whether, 
keeping in view the past relations of these 
parties, the plea of non-infringements should 
now be accepted by the court. 

It is contended that one who sells a dry mix- 
ture of pulverized calcined gypsum and glue, 
even though he subsequently reduces it toa 
liquid condition by the addition of hot water 
first and cold water afterward, does not prac- 
tice the invention. 

The defendant sells the gypsum and glue put 
up in packages, upon which are printed direc- 
tions, to which it is unnecessary to refer in de- 
tail, further than to say that, mutatis mutandis, 
they follow quite closely the formula of the 
patent. The liquid thus produced ready for 
use upon the wall is almost the exact counter- 
part of that described and claimed in the 
patent. With this product alone before him it 
would be a difficult task, even for an expert, to 
say how it was produced—whether the former 
or the latter directions were followed. 

In selling a compound which he knows can- 
not be practically applied without making the 


user a trespasser, the defendant, within the 
doctrine of the following authorities, renders 
himself an accessory to the infringement: The 
Rumford Chemical Works vs. Hecker, 2B. & 
A., 351, 363; Cotton Tie Co. vs. Simmons, 106 U. 
S., 89. 94, 95; Tilgbman vs. Proctor, 102 U.8., 
707, 728; Goodyear vs. Railroad, 2 Wall, Jr.. 356, 
359; Wallace vs. Holmes, 9 Biatchf., 65; Wood- 
ward va. Morrison, 1 Holmes, 125; Bowker vs. 
Dows, 3 B. & A., 518; Travers vs. Beyer, 26 Fed. 
Rep , 450. 

Parties sbould not be permitted to evade the 
law by such proceedings as these pores dis- 
closed. It is the clear duty of the court to 
arrest the wrong in its inception.

| How Imitation Butter is Made. 


A reporter last week penetrated the mysteries 
of an oleomargarine factory In Phila- 
delphia and what he learned of the 
process is told here. The _— principal 
ingredients used in the manufacture of the oi ° 
is beef’s fat, of the best quality, the manufac” 
turerssay. The fat is bought by the load 
wheeled into the wash-house in a hand car, 
dumped into tanks of ice water, where it is al- 
lowed to soak. It is then fired into a trough, 
through which it is shot into a hashber, which 
grinds it into marrow or pulp, which is forced 
into a kettle conta‘ning a steam jacket and 
double bottom, through which hot water is 
continually run, After the pulp has been melt- 
ed and boiled in the kettle for a number of 
hours it is run off into another large kettle, in 
which it is again boiled, after which itis run off 
jnto a number of small kettles, where it is sub- 
jected to another boiling and mixed with the 
chemicals used in the production of the oil. 
After it has been thoroughly mixed and boiled 
in the small kettles itis run off into a large 
square tub, where it is allowed to cool. It is 
then run through a cleaning machine, during 
which process the stearine is pressed out of the 
oil. The stearine comes out in thin cakes and 
closely resembles tallow. It is sold by the oleo- 
margarine manufacturers to lard manufac- 
turers, who use itto brace up their lard in 
warm weather. After the stearine has been ex- 
tracted the oil isin proper shape for salting. 
Ij is then placed in a heating room, in which 
the temperature is from 90 to 100 degrees,where 
it is allowed to stand tor five days. 

After the oil has been subjected to the heat- 
ing process it is ready for the churn. The 
churn is run by steam and isa large tank with 
aspigot at one end, through which the oleo- 
margarine runs after it has been sufficiently 
churned. One hundred and sixty querts of 
milk are used in each churn, which, when 
mixed with the oil, will produce 1,500 pounds 
of butterine. After the oil and milk have been 
sufficiently churned it is run through the spigot 
into a large square tub, where if lies ina liquid 
state unti) it is congealed by being mixed with 
cracked ice. It is then shoveled out of the tub 
on to a long table, against the wall, where it is 
hberally salted and allowed to le until the salt 
is absorbed. It is then made up into pounds 
and stamped, wrapped in covers and boxed up 
for sale. The factory is kept quite clean, con- 
sidering the character of the work performed, 
and the process of manufacturing the finer 
grades of butterine is not particularly off. n- 
sive, as comparatively good material is used. 
But the manufacture of tallow from the com- 
moner fat ia attended by a disagreeable odor, 


which is sickening. 





having it shipped to New York; several crude 
samples were received but just about the time 
when we expected to realize from the enter- 
prise, a revolution in Seuth America upset all 
our calculations. An overture was also made 
to our firm to aid in starting a factory on the 
west coast of India, in the neighborhood of the 
cinchona plantations and the assistance of the 
government was promised, but the project was 
abandoned owing to the decline in quinine and 
uncertainty regarding its future. Scientists 
have not yet abandoned the idea of producing 
quinine synthetically as their successes in other 
lines have given them encouragement for 
equal results in the production of quinine; 
whether or not their hopes wi.l be realized, the 
future must show but we must remember that 
chemistry seems to be still in its infancy, and 
in reference to the quixine industry this factor 
should not be entirely disregarded.”

Magne:ium as an Illuminant. 


The REPORTER several weeks ago referred to 
the value of magnesium asan illuminant, and 
in last week’s issue we published a consul re- 
Port on aluminum in Germany, which attract- 
ed some attention. Since then we ascertained 
that magnesium was being introduced into the 
United States as an illuminant to substitute all 
other lights, and were favored with an oppor- 
tunity of witnessing its power and advantages 
in the office of Messrs, Chas. T. White & Son, of 
98 Maiden Lane, this city, where twe samples 
resembling ordinary wire anda watch spring 
were ignited and produced a powerful light, 
strouger perhaps than by electricity. As our 
readers would be interested in this diseovery, a 
representative of the REPORTER interviewed 
Mr. Chas. T. White upon the subject who 
gave the following information: 

The valuable qualities of this metal have 
been long known, but its high cost has pre- 
vented its practical use. It is now prepared by 
the Aluminium-und-Magnesium Fabrik, Bre- 
men, Germany, under the patent of Dr. Grat- 

zel,sousto be sold at about one-fifth of its 
former rate, say at $8 instead of more than $40 
per pound. This enables it to be used freely in 
the arts, and mucb attention has recently been 
given to its varied uses. Itis one of the light- 
est of known metals having a specific gravity 
of 174. It can be drawo readily into wire and 
ribbon, and experiments are now making in 
rolling it into plate for torpedo and shellboats 
and other purposea where strength and light- 
ness are desired, 

Its illuminating power, however, gives it dis- 
tinctive value, as well as its peculiar charac- 
teristics when alloyed with other metals. 

As an illuminating agent it promises to bean 
important competitor of the Arc-electric light. 
It is claimed that it equals that light in bril.

Decision Relating to a Patent. 

In the U. 8, District Court for the Northern 
District of New York, Judge Coxe rendered 
the following decision on a motion to dissolve 
the injunction in the case of the Alabastine Co. 
ve. Payne: -- 

The complainant is the owner of Letters 
Patent No. 161,591, granted to Melvin B. Church, 
April 6, 1875, for an improvement in calcimine 

The inventor in the specification says: 

I take of pulverized calcined gypsum nine 
pounds and of white glue one pound, the glue 
having been previously dissolved in hot water. 
When this glue, thus dissolved, is cold, I stir it 
into the gypsum in any suitable vessel, adding 
thereto from time to time sufficient cold water, 
until the mixture bas the consistency of mixed 
paint for priming coats, when it may be laid on 
the wall with a brush, where it sets slowly, af- 
fording a bard, dead smooth surface that wil] 
not rub off, and is much chearer than the cal- 
cimine which has whiting or zinc for the body. 

The claim is for— 

A calcimining compound adapted to be used 
with brushes, composed of pulverized calcined 


gypsum, dissolved glue, and cold water, sub- 
stantially as described.

The manufacturer has appealed at once to that tribunal and con- 
fidently hopes for a reversal of Judge Wallace’s judgement, as it seems 
upjust that men should be allowed to advertise themselves as selling 


the inventor’s article when in point of fact they do not.

There is adccidedly cheerful feeling through- 
out the drug market. Trade is good, and 
though it might be better, importers and deal- 
ers generally are very well satisfied with the 
results of the season so far. It seems to be the 
policy of buyers to supply their wants as they 
occur, notwithstanding the fact that for sev- 
eral weeks past values on nearly all of the 
leading articles and on many that fill a more 
humble sphere have been steadily appreciating 
and are likely to go even higher. There is an 
entire absence of the speculative disposition 
that has made itself so apparent in the past, 
the experience gained by hard knocks deterring 
mapy, without doubt, from taking advantage 
of the present tempting position of some of the 
staples to get up a corner. The changesin the 
market since our last have been comparatively 
few, but the firmness previously noted is 
maintained, The principal tiuctuations are 
appended:

The market for opium remains steady at pre- 
vious figures, with only a retail demand re- 
ported. Holders however, show lees anxiety 
to press their goods, even though cables are re- 
ported as being received quoting the London 
market equivalent to $150 in bond here. For 
single cases the price ranges from $2 80@2 85 as 
to quantity, with one holder naming $275 to 
close out balance of an invoice, The sales 
comprise 8 cases, within the range. Broken 
cases are meeting with the usual demand which 
is satiefied at $285. Powdered opium is quiet 
at 23 50@3 85 as to quantity and holder, with 
sales of 25 lbs reperted at the inside figure. 
Late reports from London say the low prices 
in Smyrna have etimulated large orders from 
that quarter, all of which bas a tendency to 
harden prices. 

Morphine is meeting with an improved de- 
mand specially for those States where the pro- 
hibatory laws are strictly enforced. Values 
remain steady within the range established by 
tbe various manufacturers. Smiths has been 
reduced and is now quoted at $1£0 for bulk 
and $2 05 for vials at which a fair jobbing trade 
is reported. 

Quinine. 
: The tendency of the market until the open- 
ing of the week was rather better, but the free 
offerings by outside holders of pr'me makes of 
German for August and September ehipments 
at 490, rather checked the speculative tendency 
of some operators. This with some other 
causes, gave the market a rather weaker tone 
at the close. Fol'owing our last about 1000 ozs 
of Gold and Silver and Braunsweig makes were 
Placed at 4c44c. ‘Ihe consumptive demand has 
been of fair proportions, and is usually ratis- 
fied at 60c. The strong competition among the 
leading Western and city druggists continues, 
and fromallappearances is likely toremain so, 
as it was reported to-day that one of the domes- 
tic makers was quoting 50c, although the 
other makers continue their previous quota- 
tions. It is reported that large orders are held 
by several London firms at 2s for prime makes 
of German, but at the close to-day it was re- 
ported that 2s 34 wus lowest price current. 
The Public Leiger gives the following results 
of the auction held on the 27th inst: “South 
American—Only 846 packages were offered,and 
with little demand 6 packages fine Calisaya 
quill sold at Is lid, and 16 packages soft Col- 
ombian at 8@3}4d. East India—The good 
supply of 2,500 packages Ceylon met a moderate 
demand, and about 1,900 packages found buyers 
at and below the previous low range of value, 
the unit barely averaging 334d.

While the demand for chemicals continues 
light, there is a better feeling preceptible all 
round. Values, however,do not show much 
improvement, but the steadiness with which 
prices are maintained by holders indicate that 
while speculation may be absent, the general 
trade is good, even though dealers are obliged 
to content themselves with small margins of 

profits. Considerable transactions abroad are 
reported for American account in both soda 
ash ond caustic soda. Stocks of both here for 
prompt delivery are light; the same may be 
said of bleaching powder, sal soda, kainit and 
muriate of potash. Chlorate of potash, under 
reports of an easier market abroad, is weaker. 
The other changes are few, as noted below. In 
speaking of the Liverpool market under date 
of Aug. 6, Messrs G & L Pilkington say: 
“Bleaching Powder—There has not been much 
inquiry for Hardwood, and the only transac- 
tion that has come to our notice is a sale at £6, 
made direct to America. A good deal more 
business has been done in Softwood, and sev- 
eral sales have been reported both at Widnes 
and St, Helens, at £5 12s 6d on rails at makers’ 
works, and the market closes firm at these 
prices, From Newcastle we hear there has 
been a fair demand during the week, at £6@£6 
2s 6d. Caustic soda has been quieter this week, 
the advance in prices having rather checked 
business; there have been inquiries from 
America, but buyers’ ideas are too low, and 
business has not resulted. Sales have been 
made at £8 5s for 70 per cent and £7 6sfor 60 
per cent,and there are still some sellers at 
these prices, but most makers are asking Is 3d 
and 2s 6d more, and some of them report hav- 
ing madé direct sales at these figures. Soda 
Ash—We hear that there has been a consider- 
able inquiry from America, and we think there 
isa rather better feeling in the market, not 
much business has been reported in this mar- 
ket, but we hear of direct sales having been 
made of both caustic and carbonated at J 3-32d. 
We quote caustic ash 11-32@1}¢d and carbon- 
ated 11-16@114d. Saltcake— Makers seem 
rather more inclined to sell,and we quote it 
258 31@25s8 6d Widnes, and 25s St Helens. Dur- 
ing the week several hundred tons have been 
sold at the former place, but the price has not 
transpired.” 

Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the vari- 
ous Liverpool makes continue in light stock 
for prompt delivery, and what little stock 
there is obtainable of prime brands is held for 
full prices. For contracts extending over the 
year there has been rather more inquiry, but 
so far no transactions of any importance have 
been concluded as buyers’ views are still below 
those that would be acceptable to sellers, The 
sales comprise 50 tons on the spot at 1 35@1 40c, 
as to make and quantity; also 175 tons for ship- 
ment at 1 25@1 3244c, as tou brand aad quantity. 
High test is quiet, although rather more inter- 
est is being showc on the part of buyers to 
place their orders to cover their wants later in 
the fall. Sales are reported of 225 tons for 
shipment at 115@120c, as to brand, quantity 
and holder. Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co.,in 
speaking of the Liverpool market under date 
of August 6,say: “Soda ash is more inquired 
for and in some instances makers ask an ad- 
vance of 2s 6d per ton on late quotations, Sales 
of carb. ash have been made at 1 3-32d up to 
13-16d, the latter for Kurtz’s 48 percent. At 
the same time the inquiries are nearly all for 
special brands. We quote: Carb ash 48 per 
cent, 1 1-82@1 3-164; high test, 1 1-32@1 1-16d.” 

Caustic soda ash 48 per cent, has been in bet- 
ter request for shipments to come forward 
over the year. Stovks on the spot for prompt 
delivery continue scarce, and in some instances 
an advance over previous prices has been made 
for some special brands on the spot. The sales 
comprise 75 tons from store at 135@1 40c, as to 
quantity and make; also 150 tons of a special 
make for September shipment, at 132}4c; be- 
sides this, 75 tons in jobbing lots at 125@1 3Ce, 
as to quantity and make. High test is without 
animation, the demand being limited tu such 
lots as current wants may require, We quote 
1 15@120c, as to make and quantity. Messrs, 
Robert Crooks & Co. in their late circular say: 
“There isa decidedly firmer tone, especially 
for carbonated, For brands possibly obtain- 
able a short whileago at 1d, 1 1-16d is now de- 
manded, and 11-32d has been refused for an- 
other ordinary brand. Caustic still obtainable 
at 11-324.” 

Alkali, 3 per cent. is meeting with the usual 
jobbing demand at 120@12%c as to quantity 
and holder, with sales of 40 tous within tne 
range. The improvement noted in ovr last ‘as 
regards the demand for B M 48 per cent, shows 
no abatement and prices are gradually becom- 
ing firmer. The sales comprise 220 tons for 
future delivery at 1 20@1 25c as to quantity and 
date of delivery. The arrivals of high test B M 
have been very light during the week, conse- 
quently stocks in first hands are very much 
reduced, Owing to the bulk of these arrivals 
being under contract for consumption.Several 

offers of 144c have been declined for shipments 
extending over next fire, 117}¢0 being lowest 


price acceptable at the moment. Sales are re- 
ported of 750 tons at prices ranging from 117% 
@1 20c as to quantity and date of delivery, also 
250 tons in lots at 1 20@1 25c as to quantity. 

The recent arrivals of Newcastle 48 per cent 
soda ash having been placed from dock, values 
are somewhat trmer owing to the light stocks 
in first hands ready for prompt delivery.There is 
more disposition shown on the part of many 
large glass makers to contract for their future 
wants at current prices, as it is evident that 
makers abroad will not accept the low offers 
which have been cabled. To show how firm they 
are an offer of 120c for 300 tons for early Sep- 
tember delivery was declined. The sales com- 
prise 150 tons at 1 25@1 27}¢c as to quantity and 
brand. High test is without specia) feature; 
the {ree offerings of some outside makers for 
shipment over the year has eased prices to some 
extent. An offer of 1 10c was declined for 300 
tons for shipment during September, October 
and November, and while 115c is generally 
quoted it was intimated that an offer of gc 
would lead to business. For store parcels they 
are quoting 1 174@1 25c as to brand, quantity 
and holder, 

Caustic soda, 60 per cent, for prompt delivery 
owing to light arrivals, is very scarce, and 
what little stock there is available is held for 
fancy prices. For shipments there has not 
been much itquiry owing to the firmness of 
holders, who decline to modify their views. 
The sales comprise 150 dms, at 2 75@2 80c, as to 
quantity and date of shipment. High test 
under light arrivals and reports of a stronger 
market abroad values here are tending ,up- 
wards, while there have been several lots come 
to hand since our last the bulk of these arrivals 
have been the regular monthly delivery upon 
existing contracts. Very little new business is 
reported for shipment, owing to the fact that 
buyers have not as yet been educated up to the 
high prices demanded by holders. The sales 
comprise 150 dms 70 per cent at 2}4@2 5ic, and 
350 dms 74 per cent at 2 475¢@2)4c as to brand 
and quantity. The market has been bare of 
76 per cent until a small quantity came to hand 
yesterday,which wassold previously at 2 95@3c 
as to quantity. Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co., 
in speaking of the Liverpool market under 
date of August 6 suy: “Caustic soda firm and 
sowe large sales of 70 per cent are reported at 
£8 5s, although one holder is said to have ac- 
cepted a shade less for an American order. At 
the close the lowest prices are 60 per cent £7 5s, 
70 per cent £8 bs, 74 per cent £8 17s 6d, 76 per 
cent £10 17s 6d.” 

Bleaching powder as is usual at this period 
of the year has been in better demand during 
the week, values however do not show much 
improvement, owing to the free arrivals to 
Outside holders who are generally low sellers, 
in order to place their goods from dock and 
thus avoid the expense of storing. For prime 
high test makes values do not show much 
change asthe demand is about equal to the 
supply. Rather more inquiry is reported for 
contracts extending over the year, with sales 
of 300 tons reported at 150@1 55c as to make, 
quantity and date of delivery. The sales com- 
prise 75 casks in jobbing orders at prices 
ranging from 1465@157}gc as to brand, 
quantity and holder. Messrs. P D Carr 
& Co.,in speaking of the Liverpool -mar- 


ket under date of August 6th, say: ‘“The posi 
tion of this article bas not changed much, £5 
18s 94 and £6 has been paid for hardwood for 
America, and £6 is now the lowest, and makera 
seem very well off for orders for this month, 
There is nothing reported for the remainder of 
this year, but there is a good inquiry for al, 
1887, and acontract has been made for 50 tons 
per month of softwood at £5 Ws 6d on rails, 
and this price has been refused eince by an- 
other maker. As regards hardwood for export 
£5 17e 6d f o b has been refused for an ordinary 
brand, and £6 for one of the best. Most mak- 
ers ask from £6 10s 0d to £7 for 1887.” 

Sal soda English is meeting with an improved 
demand, as is usual during the period of warm 
weather when the domestic makers are unable 
to crystallize. For store lotsthe price ranges 
from 9744@lc as to brand and quantity, with 
sales of 125 tons reported within the range. For 
shipments during August and September offers 
of 85c have been refused asholders decline to 
shade 90c. Althouzh early in the week 50 tons 
were placed at 87}¢c at the close 90c was the 
lowest named. 

Sal soda American is meeting with the usual 
jobbing demand at prices ranging from 874@ 
95c f o b less 14% per cent for cash as to quanti- 
ty and style of packing, with sales of 75 tons 
reported within the range. Also several con- 
tracts have been placed for deli very in October 
and November. 

Soda bicarbonate, English, is without special 
feature. No surplus stocks are reported, as 
the demand 1s about equal to thesupply. For 
jobbing lots 3 25c@3%%c is named, but for round 
lots for shipment 3 15@3 20c would be accepted, 
as to quantity and make. 

Soda bicarbonate, American, is meeting with 
the usual consumptive demand, the free offer- 
ings of the various foreign makes apparently 
having no effect on the demand. Values re- 
main steady at 354@3}4c fo b. less 14% per cent 
for cash, as to make and quantity. 

There has been an improved demand for sait 
cake for early shipments, also extending over 
the year. The sales eomprise 175 tons at prices 
ranging from 60@65c,as to make, test, quan- 
tity and date of shipment. Messrs. P. D. Carr 
& Co., in their late circular, say: ‘ Saltcake has 
kept up fairly well; it is only 26s at St, Helens

Recent Fires. 

A fire broke out in the drug store of Williams 
& Carleton at Hartford,Conn. Though soon 
extinguished the loss is estimated at $10,000, be- 
ing mostly due to damages by water; insur- 
ance $28,500. 

The glass works of Nicholas Donnenhoffer, 
on Boerum and White streets, Brooklyn, were 
totally destroyed by fire last weex. The build- 
ing wasa two-story frame structure and cov- 
ered an area of 95x50feet. [twas comparative- 
ly new, having been built ten months ago, and 
employed 150 hands. Work was only resumed 
after a standstill of five weeks when the fire 
broke out, caused by the overflowing of a tank 
of oil used for polishing, which ignited with 
one of the pots. The entire loss will not ex- 
ceed $30,000, insured for $10,0C0. 

The window glass works of Wetherall & Wells 
at Maasillon, O., were destroyed by fire last 
Wednesday. The destroyed works were a 10- 
pot factory, built two years ago by the present 
proprietors, and were in readiness to resume 
with increased facilities September 1, after be- 
ing idle almost four months. They gave em- 
ployment to 50 men and boys. The factory will 
be rebuilt within three months, It is estimated 
by the firm that the total direct loss will not be 
less than $50,000. The aggregate insurance is 
$45,500, $28,060 of which is on the building. The 
origin is unknown. 

A fire started in the Doane Oil Works, in 
Kingsbury Run Valley, Cleveland, on Friday, 
and threatened to envelop the entire region of 
oil refineries in flames. The fire under the ket- 
tles in a steam still on the hillside ignited the 
gases that arise from the process of oil refining 
andin almost an instant a lively blaze was in 
progress. While two largeatilis, 100 feet of the 
water box, the boiler house and thrse tanks of 
gasoline containing about 8,000 barrels were 
burning flerecely, the contents of one of the 
tanks exploded and was followed by two more. 
Most of the burning fluid was naphtha and gas- 
oline, and the greater part was consumed in 
the air and did not reach the ground. Things 
began to look dubious and the field of tanks, 
stills and oil houses in the lower part of the 
valley, containing the Standard plant, seemed 
to be doomed to destruction. Tanks 34 and 35, 
each having about eighteen feet of gasoline in 
them, were still intact,and the firemen bent 
their energies to keep them cool, and to pre- 
vent them from exploding. The roof of tank 
85 burned through and a solid mass of flames 


shot up into the air. Early Saturday mornin 
another small tank of gasoline exploded, and 
the fire da the works in fresh spots. The 
logs all told will be about $24,000. No onejhas 
been hurt except two employes, who were
